PORTLAND AND 
THE 
D ASIAOS DONE. 


The Cersus Dp North—Population Specu­ 
lations—The Recent State Fair—- 
The Narrow Gauge—Politics. 


No. €00 J street, 


Southeast Corner o f Sixth.

P ortland, July 12, 1SS0. 
For tw o weeks the flood of water down 
the Columbia, caused by the m elting snows 
that feed Suake river from the south and 
that All ihe Columbia from the mountain 
ranges of Montana, has held the W illam ­ 
ette in check and backed up its flow until 
the lower business portions of this city 
have been submerged and the streets more 
navigable for boats than for wagons. 
Peo­ 
ple have traversed the thoroughfares on 
raised temporary walks, and the wharves 
being submerged has caused a great sua 
pension of trade, and business has conse­ 
quently suffered. 
Transportation to the 
upper Columbia has been lim ited, and part 
of the time actually suspended, but the 
partial subsidence of the flood has enabled 
the O. R. and N. Co. to commence freight­ 
ing again, and the rush of merchandise is 
temporarily greater than cau be accommo­ 
dated. 
The lower business streets look 
fearfully dilapidated ; water stiil stands in 
them as the lowering of the fk>od has gone 
only very slow ly and cannot have subsided 
more than fifteen er eighteen inches. 
The 
supply from above must be immense, for the 
Columbia can hold and carry a great quan­ 
tity, and all this while, for two weeks 
past, has been pouring a broad torrent 
with 
vast 
power 
into 
the 
ocean. 
The damage caused in this city, though not 
great in any particular instance, w ill ag­ 
gregate heavily, besides the loss by deten­ 
tion of business ; but along the Columbia 
rivtr there are many farmers whose hopes 
are ruined for 1SS0. 
One of the most'pro. 
ductive spots is Sawyer’s Island, ten miles 
long, reaching from the Columbia up the 
W illamette, that has been entirely sub­ 
merged. 
The Cowlitz region is heavy 
loser, and all along the river the devasta­ 
tion has been lamentable, and at the ex­ 
pense of hard-working people, who cannot 
spare what they lose. 
The flood lacked 
about ten inches of being as high as in 1S76, 
and the people have had the experience so 
lately encountered to guide them in their 
treatment of it. 
The two greatest floods 
known in the. history of the country hap­ 
pen with only three intervening years, and 
the question arises if it is not possible and 
probable that the rivers are tilling up with 
mining debris and silt from cultivated 
lauds, as has been the case With the Sacra­ 
mento, aud if such is the case it may be­ 
come necessary for the city of Portland to 
la 'si ti e grade of its lower streets—a small 
job that will prove costly at any time, and 
more so after a while, when they are all 
bnilt up w ith permanent business blocks. 
These are the questions that rise and de­ 
mand consideration as the country grows 
older. 
THE CENSUS. 
From present appearances the population 
of Oregon w ill approximate about 170,000, 
so thinks the Superintendent of the Census. 
Our Solans who met in legislative conclave 
in 1878 were confident (they' said) that the. 
population was then 200,000, aud on the 
strength of that claim, stoutly made, they 
claimed the benefit of a constitutional pro­ 
v isio n w h io h g a v e pcrmUsiou fo r the o rg a n ­ 
ization of a separate Supreme Court when 
the State should have that many people, 
before that time the five Circuit Judges 
m et as a Supreme Court once or twice a 
year. The new Supreme Court has gone into 
operation, and was at first appointed by 
the Governor, but the people have recently 
elected an entirely new bench, no member 
of which was ever a Judge before, and 
when the Legislature “ guessed ” that the 
State had 200,000 population it probably 
had not more than 140,000, which shows i 
that the Yankee gift of guessing has not 
extended to the northwest coast. 
The 
census may develop interesting facts rela­ 
tive to Oregon, and probably will do so ; 
but after all the summary will be meager 
and show but little growth of manufac­ 
turing. 
W e have considerable trade, re­ 
tail and wholesale here in Portland, and a 
reliable future, but otherwise we 
are 
a people who graze herds and grow wheat 
for the English market. 
I landed here 
thirty years ago, when the population of Ore­ 
gon was between 6,000 aud 7,000, and the 
territory included all that now makes 
W ashington and Idaho Territory, if not 
more than that. 
During that thirty years 
Kansas, Nebraska and Colorado have grown 
from nothing, and 
we, 
with 
distance 
against us, are still comparatively few in 
numbers. 
W hen railroad connection is 
made, aDd emigrant rates fixed low enough 
to permit of people coming here in num­ 
bers, we shall have an influx of population 
to amount to something. 
There is so much 
room up here that the paseengers who 
come by steamer, and those who come, 
as 
many 
do, 
by 
land 
travel 
from 
the Eastern States and from California, 
are 
swallowed 
up 
by the 
all-pervad­ 
ing empty space and jievcr heard of more. 
N ot exactly that, but they do little to­ 
wards filling up the vacant lands. 
They 
don’t come to this valley, which makes but 
slow progress, for, since the world has 
found out that the upper Columbia region 
offers plenty of homesteads of good soil, 
they give us the go-by and push on up the 
great river to get one of Uncle Sam’s do­ 
nations or to buy of the North Pacific 
Railroad Company’s granted lands. 
The 
census report of 1890 may tell a different 
story and give something to boast of, but 
that of 1880 will merely tell the world 
that wo have been too far off to make the 
same progress as newer Eastern States, 


t iik s t a t e FAIR. 
Overcome and impoverished by succes­ 
sive October rains that had plunged it into 
a debt of over 820,000, the State Agricult­ 
ural Society concluded last year to make a 
radical change of programme and meet 
this year in Ju ly instead of October. 
The 
experiment has been tried, and proved a 
success tor the society, and that-, too, 
against many obstacles. 
First was the 
flood that demoralized Portland and pre­ 
vented a large attendance from here ; next 
was the impoverished condition of the 
country people generally, that made thou­ 
sands stay a t home who would have gone if 
able ; last was the fact that the gorgeous 
display of fall squashes and vegetables was 
to be foregone, aud only replaced with a 
few ear'.y sluff of no practical account; the 
wealth of red apples, peaches, grapes, 
pears, plums and all that were poorly off­ 
set by a few strawberries and cherries, and 
the grain exhibit bore no comparison to 
a fall display. 
Aa a consequence 
the 
Pavilion wa3 poorly filled, but there was 
a good show of stock of all kinds that was 
very creditable to the State. 
The sheep 
men were out in force with merinos, Cots- 
wolds, Leicester's, Oxfordshire's and good 
grades, and though we don't pay the at­ 
tention to hog product* we ought, there 
were good animals of the various breeds 
of swine. 
The furore after Angora goats 
haa rather died out. 
This is a country 
especially designed for those animals, but 
it is not apparent that there is any great 
profit in them, except to the shrewd breed­ 
ers who bring them here for sale. 
Sheep 
husbandry 
proves 
sure 
enough, 
w ith 
ordinary facilities and good care, and the 
good price for wool encourages breeders to 


pay attention to their flocks. 
The Cots- 
wolds are not- popular, 
as they grade 
badly with the merino, but the necessity 
is.felt for some long wool to breed to the 
high 
grade merinos 
and 
produce 
the 
medium wool so desirable for the uses of 
commerce. 
For this purpose the Leicester 
or Oxfordshire are preferred. 


CATTLE AND HORNES. 
Oar fancy breeders were hardly in the 
market w ith their sh ort-h om s: partly be­ 
cause they have never found profit to any 
great extent in their efforts, and partly be­ 
se too much expense is involved in 
taking them to the fair. 
There were many 
good short-horn bulls and cows there, but 
not of the pampered kind—quite a number 
of good grades. 
Some Jerseys and Ay re­ 
shires, and a floe show of first-class stock 
was made by Coleman Younger of Cali­ 
fornia, who sent up K! head, including his 
famous prize bull. 
This lot of short-horns 
were fancy bred, and kept up in style, and 
everybody pronounced them the best lot of 
cattle ever shown in Oregon, as no doubt. 
The prize bull was not offered for sale, 
but all the other 
animals, 
I believe, 
found 
sale 
at 
remunerative 
prices. 
The exhibit of horses was good and varied. 
A gentleman from Colorado, 
himself a 
great stock man in that State, expressed 
surprise to me at the display of draft 
horses, and said Colorado could not equal 
it. 
We show the best of Clydesdale and 
l ’ercheron horses, imported especially for' 
Oregon, and their progeny that has grown 
up become good working stock and brood 
animals. 
I have often told you that we 
run to horses, aud are growing a lot of 
draft animals and roadsters that are im­ 
proving each year. 
W e have the usual 
grades of English coach horses. 
Normans, 
good stock, that includes work animals of 
every! description, w as on exhibit, and 
some fine families of colts. 
The genuine 
horse-men, par excellence, who sustain the 
credit of the State en the race track, were 
out iu fall force, and the races were the 
great feature of attraction. 
The trotters 
didn’t beat St. JulienV tim e by about 
tw enty seconds, but made as much fuss as 
if they did ; the running was the most in­ 
teresting, and one two-mile race was de­ 
clared the 


BEST TIME E V E R BADE IN THE STATE. 
The horse-men are a queer lot, with some 
good material among them. 
General John 
F. M iller of Salem, the well-known Demo­ 
cratic politician, has a fine stud and takes 
a leading 
interest in 
the management 
of the State Fair, a3 well as in the 
racing. 
H is animals are rftilly a choice 
lot. 
Another excellent man and good 
citizen is John Redmond of Yamhill, who is 
doing his full share towards improving the 
horse stock of Oregon and has a fine trot­ 
ting stallion named Kisber. 
Much has to 
be conceded to the horse-men, as it is mat­ 
ter of doubt if the crowd would attend a 
fair that did not furnish amusement on the 
race course. 
The receipts of the Society 
agrégate about 819,000, affording one-third 
of that amount for the reduction of the 
debt, and W'ith this gain in finances the 
Society finds grrat encouragement. I do not 
consider the holding of the fair in July as 
a satisfactory success, for October is the 
natural season for displaying the b< at 
products of the earth, but as the rainy 
season seems to interfere with the pro­ 
gramme too much in that month, the next 
fair wiil no doubt be held again in July, 
and we may 1 o ; for a better Exposition 
another year. 
The most satisfactory iairs 
were held in old times, before there was 
any railroad, when from far and near peo­ 
ple came in their carriages. 
Then the 
drives around the grounds and the race­ 
c o u rs e w'cro alive with line turn-outs,while 
now they come in the cars and leave their 
fine ten ms at home. The celebration of the 
fifth of J uly on the grounds was the saving 
feature of the late fair, as it drew together 
a greater crowd than was ever gathered in 
our State before. 


THE NARROW-GAUGE. 
The latest excitem ent here is caused by 
the claim set up by the Oregonian Railway 
Company (limited) to a certain piece of 
property donated to the city of Portland 
by the ancient proprietor for public uses, 
being a part of the levee on the south of 
the city. 
This property is very valuable, 
and so thought the Narrow-gauge Railroad 
Company when in want of a place for a 
railway terminus and also for a steamer 
landing ; whereupon they set up claim to 
it under the incorporation Act, to be con­ 
demned for such use. W ithout asking leave 
of the city, and not waiting for the decision 
of the Courts, they put a gang of men to 
work grading the land. These men were ar­ 
rested by order of the city on charges of 
trespass, aud on habeas corpus brougiit for 
their release by the railroad company, the 
Circuit Court has granted their release on 
the ground that under the Constitution 
the city ordinance under which they were 
arrested is invalid. 
This leaves the claim 
for appropriation of the property to be de­ 
cided by the Courts. 
The laws are very 
liberal with regard to railroad corpora­ 
tions, granting them such property as they 
require for actual use on fair appraisement. 
The corporation seems very sanguine about 
holding the property, but the City Council 
is very indignant at the attem pt and will 
no doubt make every effort possible to pre­ 
vent the appropriation. 
The narrow-gauge 
is pushing work on its roads and claims to 
intend to build from Portland next year. 
N o fear need be entertained that Gar­ 
field will not carry Oregon. 
The political 
oomplexion of 
the State is fixed. 
N o 
sensible Democrat expects that Hancock 
can succeed here. 
The fixed character of 
our State politics makes it lively tim es 
among Senatorial aspirants. 
The rumor is 
renewed that George H. W illiam s will 
soon come back from W ashington, and it 
ia further said that he depends on the Ore­ 
gonian to support liis claims, having re­ 
ceived assurances to that effect.

MINING NOILS. 


The Gould & Curry and Best & Belcher 
shaft has readied the Sutro tunnel level, 
sinking is to be continued a9 soon as a sta­ 
tion is made. 
M ining prospects are booming up at the 
Swuak mines, says the Goldendale (W . T.) 
Sentinel. 
Last Saturday Mose Bowman 
picked up two nuggets weighing $478. 
Others are getting pay dirt right along. 
W ork wili be resumed ou the Bullion- 
ville mine, which is located about a mile 
and a half southwest of Pioche, Nev. 
Henry Raymond and James B. McGee have 
entered into an agreement w ith the owners 
of the above named mine to do $1,000 
worth of work apon the same for one-half 
interest in the mine. 
The money was put 
up and work commenced immediately. 
The Spring V alley Hydraulic Gold Com­ 
pany has 138 men employed in its mines at 
Cherokee, says the Oroville Mercury. Six­ 
teen chiefs are located in different parts of 
the mine, four of which are kept constantly 
running night and day. 
The extent of the 
water supply is 2,210 inches of water per 
diem. 
It is all used to the best advantage 
possible, 6,000 cubic yards of dirt being 
the average day’s work. 
Five banks of 
very rich ground are opened ready for 
piping. 
A greater portion of the ground 
worked, especially down towards the bed­ 
rock, is blue gravel and rotten bowlders. 
Large derricks are used in clearing the lat­ 
ter away, though many of them are first 
blasted, whatever fine dirt results there­ 
from being washed down the flume to the 
riffles.

A Whole F ru it D istrict N early Ruined. 
The lower Sacramento river district lias 
been known for a score of years as one of the 
best fruit sections in the State. 
The soil is a 
rich alluvial, and in it 'ruit trees of every 
kind grew rapidly and healthily and came 
into bearing at an early age. 
The fruit was 
laree and more highly flavored than that 
Jjrown on the same river bottoms farther 
north, where the air was hotter and dryer 
during the heated season. 
Ten years ago 
there was one continuous orchard 
com­ 
mencing a few miles below Sacramento and 
continuing twenty miles to Steamboat slough. 
In all this section the peach, apricot and nec­ 
tarine did exceptionally well, and orchards 
of these fruits paid their owners a handsome 
profit. 
The lands on which these orchards 
grew were thus enhanced in value and bore 
high prices. 
Prosperity was the universal 
rule of those who possessed orchards in this 
section. 
The gradual tilling up of the river 
with sand and mud, and the consequent near­ 
ing of the water line to the surface, has as 
gradually been injuring the trees in these 
orchards and reducing the quantity and de­ 
stroying the quality of the fruit. 
The conse­ 
quence is that but few trees have been put out 
of late years, and the old orchards of peaches 
and other stone-fruits are gradually but 
surely going to decay. On the American river 
bottom also, just above the city, there was 
but a few years ago a large number of valu­ 
able fruit orchards, paying their owners fcuu 
dreds of thousands of dollars a year, and 
bringing business and prosperity to the city. 
To-day the soil in which these orchards were 
planted, in some instances, is buried by sand 
deeper than was the hight of the trees that 
grew out of it, and the whole section is in a 
condition of ruin. 
Thus, while we have 
scarcely realized it, the ruin and destruction 
of one of the most profitable of former in­ 
dustries is almost completed. 


We W ant More Tonnage. 
The wheat crop this year will be larger in 
all probability than has ever before been har­ 
vested in the State. “ Estimating the prob­ 
able increase over last year we think it safe 
to assume that the total product will be 
28,000,000 centals, or 1,400,000 tons. 
Esti­ 
mating G00,000 tons for seed and home con­ 
sumption, this will give 800,000 tons for ex­ 
port. 
Last year we shipped 000,000, em­ 
ploying 273 ships. 
The requirement this 
year will probably be at least 304 ships. 
A t 
the same time the saii tonnage here and 
known to be coming is less than at the cor­ 
responding date for six years past, while our 
requirements are considerably greater. 
The 
wheat-carrying tonnage in the port of San 
Francisco and know n to be on the way to 
that port on the 1st of July, for years past, 
compare as follow s:

Thus it w ill be seen that while we have 
considerably more wheat to carry away— 
probably one-third more than last year—that 
we have at this time nearly one-fourth less 
tonnage iu port and coming than we had 
then. 
On account of scarcity of tonnage last 
year, high freights reduced the profits of 
farmers materially. 
This year the reduction 
of profits from the same cause will probably 
be much greater. 
Iu this connection we 
would suggest the importance to the produc­ 
ers of the State cf the establishment of a 
State Bureau of Statistics. 
The establish­ 
ment of such a bureau, and the gathering and 
publishing each month of the acreage anil 
promise of the leading crops, would be of great 
benefit to producers. 
In this one matter of 
securing tonnage to carry away our wheat 
crops at reasonable rates, the benefits of such 
a bureau can hardly be estimated. 
This year 
alone such benefits, had such bureau been in 
existence, would probably have been equal to 
the cost of the establishment for fifty years. 


And Now th e Other Side. 
The millers and shippers of wheat fully 
wake d up this year to the losing practice of 
grinding and shipping dirty and gritty wheat. 
They called the press to thejr aid and ven­ 
tilated the subject freely, truthfully charging 
the farmers with carelessness in cleaning their I 
seed wheat, carelessness in allowing their ' 
lauds to become foul and weedy, and care- I 
lessness in thrashing and cleaning their wheat 
for the market. 
When the whole State had 
become aroused to the subject, and people 
were wondering w hether the farmers were not 
chargeable with something worse than care­ 
lessness in the premises, the fanners them­ 
selves put in a plea of not exactly not guilty, 
and not exactly of justification, but perhaps 
properly a plea of rejoinder. 
They say to 
the millers and shippers: If we are not guilt­ 
less neither are you. 
We would sooner sell 
clean wheat than foul wheat, but you would 
pay us no more for tire one than the other, 
therefore we sold you the weeds and stones for j 
wheat. 
If you have been losing by the ope- ' 
ration and are ready now to pay ns for cleaning ' 
our wheat, we are ready and willing to clean it. j 
W ith this rejoinder the subject seems to have 
been dropped by mutual consent. 
But we ¡ 
hope the discussion of it will lead practically Í 
to good results, and that both sides will join j 
hands to redeem the State from the dam- ■ 
aging character that was being fastened u p n I 
her by- mutual neglect and carelessness. 
Let : 
the farmers see to it that their wheat this j 
year is put in good marketable condition, j 
and let shippers see to it that good and poor I 
wheat are not mixed and sent out in the same 
cargo. 
The result of this change will be in­ 
creased profits nH round. 


which are not always taken into account by 
breeders, and seldom given their full credit. 
It is one of the first laws of Nature that like 
produces like, or the offspring resembles its 
parents, and though this can be largely con­ 
trolled by selection and conditions of life 
brought to bear on the animals by man, still 
it can not be entirely overcome, and often­ 
times not as much so as is desired. 
In spite 
of all the forces we can bring to bear upon 
her, Nature holds her sway, though variously 
modified by them. 
This first law of Nature 
is known as inheritance, by which we mean 
the transmission of characters, both'phys­ 
ical 
and 
mental, 
from 
the 
parent 
to 
its 
offspring. 
There 
are 
various 
theories 
as 
to 
the 
part 
each 
parent 
plays in this inheritance, but all of them are 
varied according to 'circumstances. 
Few 
breeders pay much attention to the inherit­ 
ance of internal characteristics, but from my 
own observation these seem to be more 
marked by transmission through a number of 
generations than is external form. 
I knew 
of a gray mare with several marked charac­ 
teristics which she transmitted very regularly 
to the sixth generation, though the stre each 
time was of entirely different breeding and 
character. W ith the exception of one branch 
this whole family (which is now very numer­ 
ous), uever produced any other color than 
gray or sorrel. 
The gray varied from dark 
to light, but invariably got flea-bitten in old 
age, and the sorrels were light, there being 
but one ehestuut, aud she was the only branch 
of the original family that had a bay colt. 
The old mare was a notably fast walker, hav­ 
ing walked fifteen miles under the saddle for 
a wager in two hours and a half, and her 
stoek is far above an average in this respect. 
They are aii high-spirited and free workers, 
aud were never known to balk. 
It is a very 
rare thing for a e-.dt to throw itself whiie 
being broken or to break a halter, aud though 
naturally afraid of the whip, they will all 
tight if whipped much. 
A ll these characters 
have been almost universally transmitted to 
a large number of horses where a different 
sire was used nearly every year, aud while 
the outward form varied somewhat according 
to the sire, the internal characteristics re­ 
mained the same. 
Strangers often remark, 
on looking at a large herd cattle, that they 
do 
uot 
tee 
how 
an 
owner 
can 
tell his calves apart, so many of them 
look 
alike. 
But . the 
owner, if 
he 
is 
at all observing, will have no trouble in 
recognizing a resemblance between the calf 
aud its mother in some way. before the calf 
is grown. 
At one time there were Beveral 
red heifers in one band very much alike, and 
1 asked if Blush’s heifer was not missing, aud 
went through the herd carefully to look for 
her. 
A s the cattle walked on my father sud­ 
denly called out, “ Yonder she goes ; I can 
tell her by her walk. 
She moves exactly like 
Blush.” 
Though this heifer did not so 
closely resemble her mother in form, she had 
precisely 
the same walk, and 
I 
doubt 
if there was 
an 
animal in 
the 
whole 
herd that did 
not 
have 
some charac­ 
teristic in 
common 
with 
its 
mother. 
I remember a very peculiar aud marked 
case ot recognition of a transmitted charac­ 
ter. 
A blacksmith was shoeing a horse that 
he had never seen before, and after paring 
the fore feet and fitting the shoes, asked, “ L 
this horse a Tuckahoe?'’ “ Yes,” was the re­ 
ply. 
“ lie is a son of old Tuckahoe.” 
“ I 
have shod old ‘ Tuck ’ many a time,” said lie, 
“ and there is the exact counterpart of his 
fore foot.” 
This horse did not strikingly re­ 
semble his sire in outward appearance, and 
seemed to have the disposition of his dam ; 
still, here was a very marked case of inheri­ 
tance, or the blacksmith, who shod many 
feet a day, would not have recorded it. A ni­ 
mals sometimes inherit characters from more 
remote ancestors than immediate sire and 
dam. 
This is called atavism or reversion. 
These qualities, inherited from remote an­ 
cestors, must have been possessed in a latent 
condition by all the descendants to the pres­ 
ent generation, when they have become visi­ 
ble. 
Until we Learn how to control inheri­ 
tance more than we do at present we must 
not expect to get animals just to our liking ; 
for, though the immediate ancestors may suit 
us very well, as we cannot control and keep 
latent the now occult characters, we must not 
expect the offspring to exactly resemble either 
parent or be an exact intermediate between 
the two. 
If we made a close study of inher­ 
itance among our animals, I think we would 
see many characters which would nut be no­ 
ticed at first sight, and which, as they become 
more prominent in after years, we would ac­ 
count for by atavism when, in reality they 
had been present all the time.—[W. L. N. in 
Eiairie Farmer.

AGRICULTURAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A oriccltcre in E ngland.—In an elabo­ 
rate review of the present agricultural posi­ 
tion of England, James Caird expresses the 
opinion -that nothing like the existing de­ 
pression in the farming interest has been seen 
in that country since the repeal of the corn 
laws. 
In nine years there have been seven 
defective wheat harvests. The failures in 
Gieat Britain, he points out, have stimu­ 
lated the agriculture of America in a won­ 
derful degree. 
The United States have ten 
times more acres of wheat than the United 
Kingdom, and they produce twice as much 
corn of all kinds as England and France to­ 
gether. They have twice the number of horses, 
one-third more cattle and four times more 
hogs than t>oth. 
In addition to this they raise 
cotton, tobacco and sugar worth nearly §350,­ 
000,006. Mr. Caixd dwells upon the fact that 
owing to the vast artas of fertile but unculti­ 
vated land, the agricultural wealth of Amer­ 
ica has practically an unlimited power of ex-' 
pansion, and he sounds a note of warning at 
home. 
One of his remedies is to make the 
selling of land in England a far simpler mat­ 
ter than it is now. 
Another is to produce 
articles which will hear neither long storage 
nor carriage, as milk, fresh butter, early 
meat, vegetables, hay. straw, potatoes, sugar- 
beet and grass. 
He thinks that the residen­ 
tial advantages of the cunntry, its climate, 
scenery and good laws, will help to keep up 
the value of land ; but it must be confessed 
that his outlook, his view of the future, is 
none of the brightest. 
America is bringing 
the truth home to thousands that the origin 
as well as the mainstay of wealth is produc­ 
tive soil. 
I nheritance.—There are certain princi­ 
ples of laws of N ature which have great in- 
üuence on the reproduction of animals, but

•Some are made entirely plain and others 
are trimmed with lace. 
Collars are seen upon nearly every’ cos­ 
tume this season. 
Basques for out-door 
wear frequently have long collarette and 
revers like that seen upon gentlem en’s 
dress coats. 
N ew linen lawns are both French and 
Irjsh. 
The former is very delicate both in 
texture aud color, while the latter is less 
fine, but equally cool aud more durable. 
N ew gloves for evening wear are trimmed 
at the top with several rows of side-pleated 
lice, an inch or tw o in width, or with a 
lace insertion and a row of wide-pleated 
lace above. 
Best dresses of nun’s vailing or of bareges 
virginie are made with kilt pleated skirts, 
and either simple blouse waists or else 
charming little coat basque3, which are 
trimmed with a little bright damassee silk 
and the gayest of buttons. 
Very pretty and inexpensive overdresses 
for wear with satin or velvet skirts are 
madeof the cream-tinted linencanvas which 
comes for curtains. 
This is woven in small 
square meshes of tw isted thread, and is 
trimmed with Languedoc lace. 
An em­ 
broidered vine done iu crewels or silk adds 
much to the beauty of the garment. 
Hosiery cannot well be handsomer than 
it is unless it should be composed entirely 
of point lace. 
The silk stocking is, of 
course, the most elegant. It is self colored, 
with embroidered clocks, or else it has 
some tiny pattern in two shades or more ; 
or again, the clocks alone are of a different 
tint. 
Lace mitts are either of French or Fug- 
lish manufacture, the former being made by 
hand in what is called filet work, and the 
latter, called the Nottingham mitt, resem­ 
bling lace and made by machinery. 
All 
the new mitts have thumbs, but not fingers, 
and beside black and white there are many 
shades of light blue, ecru and pink, both 
in the real and imitation laces. 


Paper blankets possess a great advantage 
over woolen and cotton bed-covcriugs for 
use in hospitals or in regions where yellow 
fever or other virulent epidemics may be 
raging. 
The only safe way to get rid of 
infected cotton or woolen lied clothes, 
which, if not destroyed, may be the means 
ol spreading certain diseases to a terrible 
extent, is to burn them —neither an easy 
nor an agreeable thing to do. 
But, in the 
case of paper blankets, it is only necessary 
to dip them in water and expose them to 
the flow of a hydrant for a few minutes, 
and the desired disintegration is effected. 
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V in e g a r P ie . —One cup sugar, one-half 
cup vinegar ; boil together a few moments, 
cool, add one egg, one teaspoonful flour, 
one tablespoon butter, 
a little 
rolle'd 
cracker, two crests. 


T h e C a r p .—Sportsmen can engage in 
no more delightful avocation than the 
culture of fish, and many lovers of rod 
aud gun are so situated that they can well 
afford to lay out and maintain fish ponds. 
The care of the fish is a delightful pursuit. 
The carp is a prolific and valuable food- 
fish and easily raised. 
The carp thrives 
best in artificial or natural ponds with 
muddy bottoms, and such as abound in 
vegetation. 
In large ponds it may not be 
necessary to furnish any special rood, but 
in restricted iuelosures as, for instance, 
those of a fraction of an acre, they may be 
fed with the refuse of the kitchen garden, 
leaves of cabbage, 
lettuce, leeks, etc., 
hominy, or other substances. 
Grain of 
any kind is generally boiled before being fed 
to the fishes, but this is probably not abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
The refuse of malt from 
breweries makes excellent food for them. 
It is prime necessity that there be no pre­ 
daceous fish iu the same pond with the 
carp. 
Of course, the larger fish will be 
measurably secure against the attacks of 
carniverous species of about the same size, 
but the eggs aud young w ill become a prey 
to the rapacity of such associates. 
A s a 
general rule the fish w ill thrive best when 
they are the sole occupants of particular 
w’aters, although the association of suckers 
and chubs would be less objectionable then 
that of suniish, perch or black bass. 
The 
carp spawn iu the spring, in May and June, 
and indeed, under some circumstances, 
throughout the entire summer. 
The Fish 
Commission have young fish that spawned 
from May to September. 
They are very 
prolific, yielding from 400,000 to 500,000 
eggs, according to size. 
The eggs adhere 
tenaciously to whatever they touch, and 
for that reason it is very important that a 
newr pond should be provided with floating 
weeds for such attachment. 
The eggs 
hatch out in a few days, and the young 
grow very rapidly. 
They feed voraciously 
upon the so-ealled frog spittle, the green 
alga scum so common in frog ponds. 
Con­ 
sequently such waters are especially adapted 
to carp. 
W henever the water becomes 
chilled down to perhaps 40 degrees, and 
especially when frozen over at the top. the 
fish bury them selves iu the mud, aggre­ 
gating in lots of fifty to one hundred, fre­ 
quently with their tails projecting, and 
constituting what is called in Germany 
kettles or roses. 
It is very important that 
they should not be disturbed under such 
circumstances. 
Of course, whiie hybernat- 
ing in thi3 way they are not feeding, 
although they are said to lose appreciably 
in weight. 
In the more southern regions, 
where the waters do not freeze, they will 
probably feed throughout the year, aud 
make a more rapid growth. 
So far, Prof. 
Baird says, no waters have proved too 
warm for carp; indeed, they arc said to 
thrive especially’ well in reservoirs receiv­ 
ing the condensed waters of low pressure 
steam engines in Germany’, of over 100° 
temperature. 
A s regards the best plants 
for a carp pond, Prof. Baird mentions the 
ordinary pond weeds (Poutederia and Sag- 
ittaria), splatter dock, or pond lily, and, 
indeed, any of the kinds that grow in the 
water, w ith leaves floating upon the sur­ 
face, dockweed among the number. 
Those 
which produce scc-d, like the wild rice, are 
especially desirable, as the fish feed vora­ 
ciously upon them. 
The great merit of the 
carp for cultivation, next to its excellent 
table quality, lies in its adaptation to shal­ 
low and warm ponds unsuited for ordinary 
fish. 
The country is full of such waters, 
now useless, which might be made exceed­ 
ingly’productive ; andtherearethousandsof 
swamps in every State, wdiich might easily 
be flooded and stocked at small cost in 
money or trouble. 
In Germanyjnany vil­ 
lages maintain at common cost for the pub­ 
lic benefit carp ponds of a hundred acres or 
more. 


T h e F ir s t Stock a n d T r o t t in g H o r se 
Im forted t o C a lifo r n ia .—Tiie following 
is from the N ew York Spirit of July 3d : 
It is now no uncommon thing to ship, 
horses to and from California, but when 
the first stock-horse, 
transported there, 
was exhibited on Broadway previous to be­ 
ing laden on the Paoifie Mail steamer for 
San 
Francisco, 
hundreds 
of 
people 
thronged around him, thinking the enter­ 
prise one of the wonders of the nineteenth 
century. 
In 1855, A nsel1. Easton, of San 
Francisco, conceived the idea of improving 
the stock of California, and there was cer­ 
tainly need of it, as the horses were then 
of the Spanish and Mexican blood, and had 
little or no marking of good breeding. 
Consequently he interviewed 
Benjamin 
Fish, then the leading horseman of the 
city, and said : 
“ W hat price will you ask 
to go East and purchase for me a stock and 
trotting horse ? ” 
Mr. Fish replied: 
“ I 
ask SI.000 and expenses.” 
“ I accept the 
term s,” said Mr. Easton, “ and you shall 
live like a gentleman on the route. 
Pur­ 
chase for me the best horse east of the 
Rocky Mountains, and for funds I will 
furnish you w ith an unlimited letter of 
credit on t h e 
Bank of N ew York 
city .” 
After being East a short tim e Mr. 
Fish saw Ethan Allen, who was then trot­ 
ting quite well, aud thought lie would 
answer his purpose. 
Offered §12,000 for 
him, but was quickly informed that that 
amount would not buy his tail. 
Mr. 
Fish began to think Ethan might not 
be for sale. 
He next went to Vermont, 
where lie finally purchased a Black Hawk 
stallion, 
four y’ears old, 
and of great 
promise, paying .52,800 with 850 additional 
for delivering him in N ew York city. 
In 
crossing the Isthm us of Panama the horse 
became sick, also contracted a spinal affec­ 
tion from which he never fully recovered, 
but appeared so well that a gentleman from 
Los Angeles offered §10,000 for him. 
On 
arriving iu San Francisco, Mr. Fish said to 
Mr. Easton, “ 1 have returned with ahorse 
for you, but if you elo not like him I don’t 
wish to hold you to our contract.” 
“ But 
I do like him ,” replied Mr. Easton, “ and 
shall accept him.” 
The arrangement was 
that if Mr. Easton would cancel the con­ 
tract the horse was to be reshipped to Los 
Angeles on the return steamer. 
This 
stallion become very popular throughout 
California as a stoek horse, and to this day 
the Black Hawk stock is spoken of with 
great favor. 
The teim s of service were 
5100, and no warrant with foal. 
The first 
year he earned $5,000 for service, and the 
second year still larger figures, but was 
never a successful trotting horse. 
Could 
trot a quarter in 38s. and finish the mile in 
about 2:40, but, undoubtedly, would have 
trotted faster had it not been for the weak­ 
ness in the back. 
Mr. Fish was absent 
frum home 78 days, and informs me that 
the horse cost $0,000 delivered in Nan 
Francisco.—[K. VV. H.

The birds will be credited to 
the sender, and W’hen the tournament is 
concluded the Club will settle w ith each 
contestant that has not used or shot at all 
his birds, at the rate of $3 per dozen, and 
w ill collect from those indebted for birds 
at same rate. 
When more than one enters 
from one club or locality, the birds can be 
sent in one coop. 
.We trust that our fel- 
low-sportsmen w ill assist us in inaugurat­ 
ing this much-needed feature, which w ill 
not only give all better birds, hut w ill pre­ 
vent the dealers from demanding such ex­ 
orbitant prices as has been their pleasure 
and custom on all such occasions.

The well-known game, cricket, 
which is now’ in season—the name is of 
doubtful derivation—is a number of cen­ 
turies old, but liow old lias not been ascer­ 
tained. 
It is thought to be identical with 
club-ball, played during the fourteenth 
century, and originally called handyn-and. 
handoute. 
Although strictly English, it 
has been introduced into Scotland, Ireland, 
the United States, and other countries, hut 
it is never played w ith such ardor and so 
generally as on British soil. 
Alm ost every 
school, village and town of England is pro­ 
vided with a cricket-ground, and it is con­ 
sidered so healthful an exercise that every­ 
body is encouraged to eDgage in it. 
Many 
Englishmen ascribe their pnysical vigor to 
the g^ine, which is often recommended by 
phy sicians, especially for persons of seden­ 
tary habits. 
There are various examples 
of men once thought to be going into a de­ 
cline W’ho have grown hearty, muscular, 
and rugged by this exercise. 
A number of 
players over there make it a trade, earning 
their livlihood by matches with amateur 
clubs and by instructing others. The noted 
Marylebone Club is the standard authority 
ou cricket, its rules being recognized as the 
true code all over the world. 
The Eleven 
of A ll England and the U nited Eleven, 
both professional, are ranked as the best 
cricketers extant. 
The game has grown 
to be quite popular here, and the mode of 
playing it lias much advanced. Five Ameri­ 
can clubs have shown them selves to be 
formidable rivalB of English clubs, 
and 
they are steadily’ improving.

W hy is a young lawyer like the national 
currency ? 
Because he is a legal tender 
and somewhat green. 


T r e a t m e n t o f N er v o u sn ess. — It is ab­ 
solutely indispensable to health of the ner­ 
vous system that you always, everywhere, 
inhale pure, fresh air. 
Get out into the 
sunshine all you caD, and get all the sun­ 
shine you cau into your home. 
Try to 
preserve a sunshiny temper and disposi­ 
tion, and ever look on the sunshiny side 
of life. 
Take a sufficient amount of men­ 
tal and physical exercise, but carefully 
avoid overworking either mind -or body. 
Get all the rest you need, and all the sleep 
you can. 
Give a proper attention to diet 
as regards quantity, quality, and its health­ 
ful preparation, and abstain from the use 
of stim ulants in aDy form. 
Let your ap­ 
parel be sufficient in amount, of proper 
material, and made up and worn upon 
hygienic principli s. 
A ttention m ust be 
given to promote the most scrupulous per­ 
sonal cleanliness, by frequent, and, if able, 
daily bathing. 
A s harm results from inju­ 
dicious bathing, a few simple rules may 
not bo amiss. 
The best tim e for bathing 
is usually about the middle of the fore­ 
noon, although during warm weather a 
bath just before retiring is very soothing 
to the nerves. 
Never bathe just before or 
after eating, or when exhausted by severe 
menial 
or 
physical 
exercise. 
Always 
batlie in a room sufficiently warm that you 
may not feel the least chill, and in water 
of whatever temperature is best adapted 
to your particular case. 
A cold bath must 
never be taken when you are too cold, too 
warm or greatly fatigued. 
The 
head 
should 
be 
w et 
in 
cold water before 
the 
bath. 
Soap 
should 
not 
be 
used iu daily bathing ; once or twice a 
week is often enough, and after its use the 
body must be rinsed in clear water. 
Spir­ 
its of ammonia, in the proportion of a tea­ 
spoonful to a tabiespoonful iu an ordinary 
washbowl of water, is highly beneficial for 
its cleansing properties, and a good nerve 
tonic. 
Salt in about the same proportion 
dissolved in the water is also good. 
The 
bath should be followed by a brisk rubbing 
with a coarse towel or flesh-brush, until 
reaction takes place and the body is iu a 
healthy glow. 
Then get into bed, cover up 
warm and rest for half an hour or more, 
after which exercise should be taken. 
A 
friction bath or air bath just before retiring 
is often w ondcrfully soothing to the nerves, 
as is also the application of cold yater 
along the sp ue, or rubbing the body with 
a dry flannel that has been saturated with 
salted water. 
Now, for a nervine, drink 
freely of skullcap tea. 
Warm hop tea has 
been recommended for nervousness. 
U n­ 
der the care of my physicians I have derived 
great benefit from ammonia and phosphorus 
in almost every form, bromide of potassa, 
and other similar medicines. 
Electricity is 
highly beneficial to many ; but that which 
¡3 of far more value iu the ease of nervous­ 
ness than medicine or volumes of hygienic 
insfciuctious, is the benefit derived from 
pleasant social intercourse, the congenial 
companionship of loved and loviDg friends.

To C ure F it s o f S n e e z in g .— A corre­ 
sponden1; of the British M edical Journal 
says : 
Daring the recent rapid changes of 
temperature I caught a severe cold in my 
bead, accompanied by 
almost incessant 
sneezing. 
M y unfortunate nose gave me 
no rest. 
The slightest impact of cold air, 
or passing from the outside air into a warm 
room, equally brought on a fit of sneezing. 
In vain I snuffed camphor and pulsatilla; 
the light catarrh sti.l triumphed over me. 
A t length I resolved to sec what the 
maintenance of a uniform rate of tempera­ 
ture would do toward diminishing the irri­ 
tability of my Schneiderian membrane, 
and accordingly I plugged my nostrils with 
cotton wool. The effect was instantaneous ; 
I sneezed 110 more. 
Again and again I 
tested the efficacy of this simple remedy, 
always with the same result. 
However 
near I was to sneeze, the introduction of 
the pledgets stopped it at once. 
Nor was 
there any inconvenience from their pres­ 
ence, m aking thoin sufficiently tine not to 
tickle, and y et leaving them sufficiently 
loose to easily breathe through. 
This is 
really worth knowing, for incessant sneez­ 
ing is among the greatest of smaller ills, 
aud it seems only a rational conclusion to 
hope that this simple plan may furnish the 
most efficient remedy’ against one of the 
most distressing symptoms of hay fever. 
P r o o f 
Sp i r i t .— Proof 
spirit was so 
called because, in the pre-scientifie age, it 
was customary to levy duty on spirits by a 
a 
rough-and-ready 
process 
called 
the 
“ proof,” which was conducted as follows : 
A small heap of gunpowder was wetted 
with the spirit to be tested, and the wet 
.spirit was then ignited. 
If the spirit was 
strong, the gunpowder became ignited and 
flashed off very soon after the spirit was 
lighted ; but if the spirit was weak, the 
w ater left behind it w etted the gunpowder, 
so that it did not catch fire. 
A careful in­ 
vestigation of the true constitution of the 
spirit showed that the w eakest spirit capa­ 
ble of igniting the gunpowder had the fol­ 
lowing composition by w eig h t: alcohol, 
49.24 ; w ater, 50.70, and a specific gravity 
of 0.920, 
This is known as proof spirit. 
Spirits either stronger or weaker than this 
are spoken of as overproof or underproof. 
Thus, a spirit was said to be 25 per cent, 
overproof or underproof if 100 measures of 
it would, on dilution, yield 125 measures 
of proof spirit. 
It was underproof if 100 
measures only contained 75 measures of 
proof spirit. 
In these days, though the 
terms are still retained, the estim ates are 
made by the hydrometer. 
S t r a w b e r r y 
S h o r t c a k e. — A corre­ 
spondent of the American Farm er tells 
how he makes the article : 
Make a light 
rich shortcake of almost any kind. 
I pre­ 
fer the soda-biscuit recipe, with a little 
more shortening added. 
Roll the dough 
rather thinner than for biscuit, and shape 
it to fit your baking-pans. 
Have ready a 
quantity of strawberries, the more the 
better; tw o quarts w’ill make it very good, 
w’ith the quantity of dough made from two 
quarts of flour. 
Mash the strawberries, 
make them quite sw eet (of course with 
white sugar) ; add to this a pint of rich 
cream. 
W hen the pans' with the short­ 
cake are takjen from the oven thoroughly 
done, split them open ; butter each half 
liberally with good bu tter; lay one upon a 
large disli ; spread the mashed strawber­ 
ries thickly over i t ; lay the other half on 
the top of this, buttered sides of both up. 
Again spread thickly with ntashed fruit. 
Yon may, by having pans of uniform size, 
make it with as many layers as you like. 
I prefer only two or three, as tlie pieces 
can thus be kept iu better shape when di­ 
vided. 
A littie pure cream added after 
dishing out is an improvement, but not at 
all necessary. 
Eat it while hot. 
To P r e s e r v e P la n ts. -A recent im­ 
proved receipt for preserving plants with 
their natural colors is to dissolve 1 part of 
salicylic acid in 600 parts of alcohol, heat 
the solution up to boiling point in an evap­ 
orating vessel, and draw the plants slowly 
through it. 
Shake them to get rid of any 
superfluous moisture, and then dry between 
sheets of blotting paper, under pressure in 
the ordinary manner. 
Too prolonged im­ 
mersion discolors violet flowers, and in all 
cases the blotting-paper must be frequently 
renewed, 
The novelty appears to be the 
salicylic acid. 
Q uf.e n o f a l l P u d d in g s.—One pint of 
nice fine bread-crumbs, one quart of milk, 
one cup of sugar, the yolks of four eggs 
beaten with the grated rind of a lemon, 
butter the size of an egg. 
Bake until done, 
but not watery. W hip the whites of the eggs 
stiff, and beat in a teacup of sugar in which 
has been stirred the jnice of a lemon, 
spread over the pudding a layer of jelly or 
any other sweetm eat you prefer, and pour 
the whites of the eggs over that, and bake 
a light brown. 
To be eaten cold with 
cream. 
O r a n g e T a r t l e t s.—These are m ade by 
lining patty-pans w ith sw eet short paste, 
filling w ith uncooked rice, and baking to 


a light co lo r; then, the rice being re­ 
moved, each tartlet is furnished with a 
small quantity of compote of oranges cut 
up small. 
Orange tartlets are usually 
served cold ; but they may be made hot by 
being put into the oven lor a short time 
after they have been filled with the com­ 
pote. 
The following is another form : The 
shell of paste is made the same in diameter 
as the oranges about to be used ; these, 
after being peeled and cored, are cut in 
halves lengthwise, and treated w ith syru p ; 
theu half an orange, with the convex side 
uppermost, is placed on each tartlet, and a 
sm all quantity of syrup is poured over. 
This variety ot orange tartlet can be orna­ 
mented with candied cherries, angelica, 
blanched pistachio nuts or altnonds.^ 


B r o w n F r ic a sse e o f R a b b it s.— Take a 
couple of fine fat rabbits, skin and clean 
them nicely, divide the joints aud cut the 
remainder into suitable pieces ; (put these 
into a saucepan w ith a little fresh butter 
and fry them till they become of a light- 
brown color; then put the meat into a 
stew-pan with a pint of water, two tahle- 
spoonl'uls of lemon juice, the same of mush­ 
room catchup, one of W orcester or New 
England sauce, a couple of roasted onions, 
and a little cayenne aud *ait ; stew over a 
slow fire till perfectly done, then take out 
the meat, strain the gravy and thicken it 
w’ith a little flour ; make it very hot ami 
pour it over the rabbits. 


T h e T r e a t m e n t 
o f S p r a in s.— Dae re 
Fox, an English surgeon to a large railway 
company, who has had considerable ex­ 
perience of this form of injury, says that 
in the more severe cases he finds that after 
a few days fomentation the best treatment 
is regulated pressure, by means of care­ 
fully adjusted pads and large pilasters of a 
special shape, varying according to the par­ 
ticular joint involved. 
By this pilau he 
feels sure that it is possible to control the 
effusion into the sheaths of the tendons and 
adjacent structures, to lessen the pain and 
to shorten the duration of treatment. 


St r a w b e r r y P i e .—Line a large pie- 
plate w ith good paste, prick it with a fork, 
and bake it brown in a quick oven ; when 
done, fill immediately w ith strawberries, 
m ixed with plenty of sugar; cover these 
w ith a meringue made By beating the 
wliites of three eggs stiff with three table­ 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Sift pxiw- 
dered sugar OTer the top, and bake until 
colored a delicate golden brown. 
It should 
be eaten as eoon as fairly cool. 


C a u l if l o w e r 
w it h W h it e S a u ce.— 
Cut the stalk close and trim the green 
leaves from a nice white cauliflower. 
Tie 
in a piece of thin muslin, aud cook in equal 
[tarts of boiling milk and water with a 
little salt. Boil until tender, but no longer, 
or it w ill go to pieces ; from tw enty min­ 
utes tp half an hour. 
If allowed to stand 
long after cooking it wall grow dark. Serve 
in a hot dish.

W h it e S a u ce.—M elt half a tablespoon­ 
ful of butter iu a sauce ¡jan, and stir in an 
even tablespoon of flour ; mix smooth, and 
when w ell cooked add a teacupful of hot 
milk ; put in half a tablespoon more of 
butter, cut into piece3 ; season with salt, 
and let come to a boil, stirring meanwhile. 


W a r m e d -u p P otato. — Slice a quart of 
cold boiled potatoes and heat them in a 
cup of milk until it is all absorbed ; turn 
them over in the m ilk while cooking, but 
be careful uot to break the slice s; season 
w ith salt, pepper, butter and a little sweet 
cream. 


W h o r t l e b e r r y P u d d in g . — Make a stiff 
batter of one pint milk and a poitud and 
two ouncea of flour, and add two quarts of 
berries stirred in ; boil three hours in a 
bag. 
If blueberries are used, make stiller. 
M in c e P ie . —One beef’s tongue, one 
pound suet, one pjourul currants, one and a 
fourth pounds 
raisins, 
one-half 
pound 
citron, eight large apples, one quart wine, 
one lemon—not rind, spices. 


S q u a sh P u d d in g . — Nine tablespoons 
strained squash ; one quart boiled milk, 
seven eggs, salt, three teaspoons wine, two 
of rose-water, peel and juice of lemon, 
sugar to taste ; bake with under-crust of 
paste.

PRACTICAL PAPERS. 


A recently-invented paper-bag-making 
machine receives at one end a roll of paper, 
cut to the proper width, and lays off at its 
other end completely-finished bags. 
The 
machine can be made to suit any width of 
paper and produce any size of bag within 
the lim it of its highest capacity. ” 
The favorite articles of commerce among 
the New York street boys just now seem 
to be colored paper lamp shades, made of 
tissue paper, usually of pink or blue, to go 
over lamp chimneys, gas jets or chande­ 
liers. 
As one strolls along the avenue 
now of an evening the open drawing-room 
windows are suggestive of theatricals and 
colored tire. 
Japanese paper air-cushions are curious 
and serviceable articles, and one of them 
w ill sustain without bursting a man weigh­ 
ing KÍ0 pounds. 
The cushions, it is said, 
are waterproof and make good life-pre­ 
servers. 
F, r pillows they are superior to 
rubber, because they will not stick to­ 
gether and will emit no odor. 
W hen not 
in use they may be rollud up in small 
packages. 
The pachymeter, an instrument la‘ely 
patented in Vienna, accurately determines 
the thickness of paper to the one-thou­ 
sandth part of an inch. 
Another Austrian 
invention is the dasymeter, a small pendu­ 
lum which indicates in pounds just the 
amount of force which is necessary to 
break a strip of paper stretched between 
two points by means of a screw, until it 
can no longer bear the tension. 
A material called parchment slate, man­ 
ufactured in Nuremburg, Germany, readily 
takes the mark of a lead-pencil, and is be­ 
ing largely substituted for paper in rote 
and account books, etc. It is much lighter 
than the mineral slate, and possesses the 
further advantage that it w ill not break— 
being tough aud unbending. 
W riting, 
upon this substance, cau be as easily erased 
and cleaned off as from a slate itself. 
The company that has been experiment­ 
ing in Florida with polmetto for paper- 
making purposes has m et with such grati­ 
fying success that they w ill erect about 
tw enty paper m ills in various sections of 
tlie State where palmetto trees grow in 
abundance, and where the transportation 
facilities are good. 
Some English paper 
manufacturers in Canada have been so in­ 
fluenced by the favorable reports concern­ 
ing palmetto that they have sent an agent 
to Florida to ascertain what may be its in­ 
trinsic merits. *. 


H ouston.—W hen Houston was Presi­ 
dent of the Republic the Congress of 
Texas took exception to his being in the 
habit of giving them his messages orally, 
and insisted he should write them o u t ; 
that the habit was highly dictatorial and 
lacking respect. 
H e agreed to conform to 
their wishes, and as the next day was the 
one set apart for the delivery of his “ in­ 
augural,” he made his appearance in the 
hall of Congress with a roll of paper In hfs 
hand, tied with red tape and marked in 
large letters, “ Inaugural.”

A CURIOSITY IN WHEAT. 


OUR CITIZEN SOLDIERY. 


A citizen brought to this office yesterday 
a wheat head which gives evidence of the 
wonderful recuperative capacity of the 
wheat plant 
lie has been traveling 
through the grain fields of Butte and 
Colusa counties, and in many fields where 
the heads were generally ripe and yellow 
he noticed now and then a head still of a 
dark green color and having the appear­ 
ance of being encircled by the tendrils of 
some kind of a parasite vine. Upon ex­ 
amination of these heads, however, they 
seem to be such as w ye in just that con­ 
dition to be completely blasted by the 
north wind, and the old grains of the 
head were found entirely withered and 
worthless. 
When the north wind 
ceased, however, and was followed by the 
cool, invigorating breezes from the south, 
the sap, still active in the stem below, 
pushed up, and nature made an effort to 
repair the injury that had been inflicted. 
Oa the north side of the original head 
there pushed out several short but regu­ 
larly formed heads, each being supplied 
with husks or grain sockets, but the new 
formations were not sufficiently advanced 
to show bloom. The intermingling of these 
secondary grain3 with the old and withered 
ones created the vine-like appearance re­ 
ferred to. If allowed to stand uncut long 
enough it is quite likely that many of 
these efforts of nature would have proven 
successful, and that well-formed kernels 
would have been the result. This remark­ 
able reenperative power in wheat, thus ex­ 
emplified, is worthy the close attention of 
scientists and agriculturists. 


EDUCATIONAL DRESS REFORM. 
Some time ago we called attention to the 
fact that the education of girls in semina­ 
ries and collegiate institutions costs dispro­ 
portionately far more than the education 
of boys in similar schools. It was there 
shown that the matter of dress alone made 
all the disparity. It is now to be noted 
that in colleges and high schools for girls 
there has lieen recently shown a great im­ 
provement in this matter, and dress is now- 
being subordinated to the higher interests. 
Finery, and the attention it demands, has 
been found incompatible with devotion to 
studies. So it is, that now, in the leading 
colleges for women, the “ uniform” is being 
adopted, and all pupils, rich and poor 
alike, are required to wear it, and the 
members of the faculty also. The reform 
is a wise one, and should extend to every 
educational institution in the land. Dress 
is an infinite source of trouble everywhere, 
but in schools it is an agent that cripples 
the best efforts 01 the most conscientious 
¿VWvilvIS, 


When Macaulay declared that our Con­ 
stitution was all 3ail and no anchor, his 
thought found echoing response in many 
an American heart. The belief is all too 
general, that the people are not able to 
protect themselves against themselves. 
But Macaulay, great historical student as 
he was, did not take into full account the 
citizen soldkrry of the United States. He 
knew only that a great standing army 
would he antagonistic to the existence of a 
true republic, but he failed to give due 
weight to the constitutional provision 
which declares that “ a well-regulated 
“ m ilitiais necessary to the security of a 
“ free State.” 
Those who believe with 
him have not estimated at their true value 
the words of 
ashington, w-lio pro­ 
nounced the militia of the country to 
be the palladium of our security. 
The 
fathers were not unmindful of the besetting 
dangers of the new nation, and foresaw in 
the right of the people to keep and bear 
arms, and in the placing of the military on 
a regular, uniform and efficient footing, the 
safeguard against threatening evils, or, as 
Hamilton put it, “ the militia is the most 
“ natural defense of a free country;” and 
as Jefferson framed it “ for a people who 
“ are free, and mean to remain so, a well 
“ organized and armed militia is their best 
“ security.” 
It is not beyond logical reasoning to 
trace many of the recent troubles to the 
neglect into which the militia system had 
fallen. It is certain that at the time of 
the outbreak of the rebellion it was in a 
sad stale. It was but little better at the 
time of the railroad riots art the East, when 
the organized militia of Pennsylvania 
proved a broken reed. It is true, how. 
ever, that the efficiency of the militia in 
the State of New York enabled that Com­ 
monwealth to throttle riot at the outset, 
and choke lawlessness into respect for life 
and property. The Pennsylvania riots, 
and the disturbances in San Francisco iu 
July, 1877, awakened the people to the 
fact that by neglecting the militia sys­ 
tem they had invited assault from the 
unruly elements. The present awakening 
dates back to those events, when the great 
loss of life at Pittsburg, and'the destruc­ 
tion of $0,000,000 worth of property there, 
under the loose-ended militia system, com­ 
pared to the peace maintained by the effi­ 
cient citizen soldiery of New York, made 
a contrast so glaring that it would not be 
overlooked. 
The Constitution of the Uuiteil States 
gives the Government express power “ to 
“ provide for organizing, arming and dis­ 
ciplining the militia.” The first Con­ 
gressional Act was that of 1792, when 
“ training days ” were uamed, and the citi­ 
zen w as required to “ provide himself ” 
with a musket, firelock or rifle, bayonet, 
Hint and powder, and annually go out on 
the green and learn, in an hour or two, the 
art of war. In 1S08 $200,000 per year was 
set aside to be divided among the States 
for the equipment of the militia, and the 
appropriation has stood at that figure ever 
sincC, though our population is now eight 
tiine3 greater. The States have added in­ 
significant sums to this figure, and legisla­ 
tors have too often falleu into the con­ 
temptible habit of sneering at “ carpet 
“ soldiers,” and of joining in the cry of the 
ignorant, who underrate the value of the 
militia man, and forget, if ever they knew, 
that in him lies the strength of the Govern­ 
ment. But it is evident that we have 
come upon better days, that the people 
think rightly upon the subject now, and 
that the self-sacrifice and devotion of the 
“ sunny-day soldier ” is valued at its true 
worth, and that is a figure of which both 
he and his country may feel proud. The 
militia of the nation has been its salvation. 
The citizen soldier has been the guardian 
of our liberties, and the people now recog­ 
nize the necessity of giving the Executive 
at all times a disciplined force capable of 
asserting and maintaining his authority at 
a moment’s notice. They recognize that 
raw levies in event of a foreign or an inter­ 
necine war are poor reliances, and that 
to the disciplined national guard we 
must turn iu such emergencies for protec­ 
tion, until the enrolled militia can be called 
into tbs field, for in these days wars have 
no long prtfaces, and come like thunder­ 
bolts from a clear sky. Soldiers are not the 
making of an hour, and the nation does not 
forget that it cost it much precious blood 
and vast treasures to make efficient soldiers 
even of the most patriotic volunteers iu the 
late war. 
It is, then, interesting to glance at the 
National Guard of this State and its condi­ 
tion. And first the record discloses under 
our examination that the Guard in Califor­ 
nia has within a few years taken rapid ad­ 
vance strides, and has attained a higher 
plane of excellence than the most sanguine 
could have anticipated. Under the late 
and the present administrations, and 
notably and chiefly under that of Gov­ 
ernor Perkins, the National Guard 
has received greater aid and encourage­ 
ment than in all the previous years. The 
last two Legislatures have done much iu 
the way of making our system conform to 
that of the United States, which Btands 
approved as among the very best extant. 
The last Legislature, however, went further 
than any, and made appropriations and 
passed laws which tend to make the Na­ 
tional Guard of California most efficient. 
But the Legislature has not been alone in 
the work. The citizens of San Francisco, 
for instance, have contributed over $50,000 
to the uniforming and equipping of the 
militia, and the Government of the United 
States has enabled it to be armed with the 
newest and most approved weapons. The 
people of California in many sections have 
also been liberal, and have aided in placing 
the militia on a respectable footing, and 
this because they recognize the necessity 
for its existence ; that it is a part of the 
system of the republic, and as much to be 
maintained as any other defensive and 
preventive arm of the law. Since Governor 
Perkins has come into office fully 1,200 new 
men have been enrolled in companies, and 
the whole force has been placed upon an 
efficient footing. 
The organization is now embraced in 
six brigade commands. The first brigade, 
with headquarters at San Bernardino, has 
but two organized companies ; the second, 
at San Francisco, has twenty-eight compa­ 
nies ; the third, fifth and sixth have but 
one company each ; while the fourth, with 
headquarters at Sacramento, has six com­ 
panies. 
Exclusive of cadets, this gives 
thirty-nine companies. The organization 
embraces five cavalry companies, two bat­ 
teries of light artillery of six guns each, 
pas Gfttling battery of four guns, three in- 


faatry companies that are supplemented by 
Gatling guns, and two iufa’itry companies 
with heavy artillery, one being at Nevada 
City and one at Cawptonville. The Na­ 
tional Guard of California musters 3,800 
men, exclusive of cadets, all of whom have 
been brought up to an excellent standing 
iu drill and familiarity with arms. The 
enrolled militia, liable to be called out and 
cluster about the organized nucleus, num­ 
bers from 95;000 to 100,000 men. If wé 
abate from the higher figure 25,000 for 
the disabled who have been improperly 
enrolled (for the enrollment is not based on 
physical examination), we have 75,000 men 
to be added to the 3,800 in companies, or 
nearly 79.000 citizen soldiers who can be 
called to the support of the laws, the pre. 
servation of the public peace, or the defense 
of the State. Probably one of the best- 
organized regiments in the country is that 
with its headquarters at Sacramento. It 
is our only artillery regiment, has a heavier 
battery than any in use iu the regular 
army, and its companies have the highest 
maximum of membership. In this regi­ 
ment, also, exists the only cadet company 
yet formed under the new law. It is com­ 
posed of youths who are regularly enlisted 
for three years, and are bound to serve at 
least one year thereafter in some comp my 
of the National Guard. Of them the strict­ 
est habits of life are exacted, and in moral 
uprightness, personal cleanliness, genteel 
demeanor and sobriety they are expected 
to be models, and that their daily walks 
may be known of all men, they are to be 
required to constantly wear a distinguish­ 
ing badge. 
The. companies are armed with the 
Springfield breech-loading rifle, caliber 45, 
carbines and pistols of similar caliber, and 
Gatling guns of like character. Under the 
present administration 1,000 new rifles 
have been distributed, and two new Gat­ 
ling guns and several pieces of heavy 
artillery. 
The militia of California 
now receives as its share of the $200,­ 
000 given by the National Government 
$3,000 annually. Should the new bill now 
iu the House, and favorably reported upon, 
pass, $500,000 will be appropriated, and 
our share will be $7,500 per year. Under 
this bill there will be greater efficiency 
secured, and the Military Department of 
the United States will, at request ol the 
Governor of any State, detail a Regular 
Army officer to each regimental brigade 
and division, who may act as adju­ 
tant or assistant adjutant, and must de­ 
vote his who)e time to the instruction of 
the militia. Such assignments will enable 
uniformity to be secured and will relieve 
the Guard officers from much wearisome 
study. 
California now accords to her 
National Guard $80,000 per annum. She 
permits and requires aimual regimental 
encampments to be held, and allows cer­ 
tain sums per company to aid in defray­ 
ing the expenses thereof. The Legislature 
lias recognized that to make the militia 
effective, its system should as nearly as 
possible conform to that of the army of 
the United States ; hence the law’ permits 
the Commander in-Chief to draw up and 
prescribe a code of. regulations which have 
all the force of legislative enactment, 
These have been drawn from the regula­ 
tions for the army of the United States, 
and issued in a neat volume for study by 
every citizen soldier,. 
The military instinct should be educated 
to a proper degree; familiarity in the use 
of arms should be encouraged, for officers 
all testify that the one great difficulty with 
the raw recruit is his fear of his rifle, and 
his lack of . knowledge of its powers. ' For 
physical development, and as wholesome 
recreation, militia service has its value, but 
above all is the gratification of the military 
taste, ami the keeping alive of the military 
spirit, which is so essential to the well­ 
being of a nation. The National Guards­ 
man therefore should be encouraged by the 
man for whom he works. When on duty 
he should be allowed his time by his 
business master. Fathers should encourage 
sons to training in arms ; and all citizens 
should show by manner, act and contribu­ 
tion that they respect the guardsman and 
honor his self-sacrifice. 
We say self-sacrifice. He enlists for 
three years, and is sworn to serve it out. 
He is bound to attend all drills, parades, in­ 
spections and various gatherings. He must 
give days and evenings in number to the 
business. He must study and labor. He 
must disburse his private means to aid his 
company (it is estimated at $12 per year 
per man). He oftener than not loses his 
wages when on duty, and this is an addi­ 
tional expense. The private guardsman, 
indeed, is entitled to the highest credit for 
his self-sacrifice. The officer must uniform 
himself, and expect to expend money with 
liberality. He must study the laws and 
regulations governing the Guard. 
In 
manual and exercise he must labor to be a 
model for his men. He cannot well be ex­ 
cused from any drill of the command. He 
must, in short, give fully of time, means 
and energy. The guardsman is liable to 
the first call, and must march on command, 
while the enrolled militiaman looks on 
and awaits greater emergencies. And 
for 
these 
services 
the 
guards­ 
man 
is 
repaid 
with 
no 
money, 
do 
emoluments, 
small 
honors, 
no 
tokens of the State’s regard—his only 
recompense is exemption from jury duty 
and road-tax. 
It is, therefore, the mili­ 
tary spirit chiefly that animates him, and 
to the cultivation of that spirit and its 
constant encouragement, we repeat, every 
citizen should give aid and encouragement. 
In urging the militiamen of the State to 
enter companies, the Amador Sentinel, in 
concluding a sensible article on this sub­ 
ject, says : “ From a public staudpoint, 
“ the necessity for soldiers cannot be ar- 
“ gued away by the swash of philanthropic 
“ arguments. The lamb is not yet ready 
“ to lie down with tho lion, unless the lat- 
“ ter makes a meal of him. The whole 
“ machinery of society and of law rests 
“ and must rest upon force. An army is 
“ only an enlarged police force, and tho 
“ more thoroughly tho power of a State is 
“ organized- the more perfect will be the 
11 preservation of order.” 


THE DEMOCRATIC CRY OF A FREE 
BALLOT. 
The Democrats at Cincinnati must -have 
been not a little amused at the audacity of 
Mr. Watterson in putting into their plat­ 
form the resolution which reads: “ The 
“ right to a free ballot is a right preserva- 
“ tive of all rights, and must and shall be 
“ maintained iu every part of the United 
“ States.” If a Convention of Atheists 
had solemnly resolved that the belief in a 
God was the fundamental necessity of all 


sane thought, the incongruity of the prop­ 
osition would not have been more startling. 
The Democratic party would have no 
standing to-day, and no ground whatever 
for the faintest hope of success, were if 
not for the fact that it ha3 succeeded in 
trampling under foot the freedom of the 
ballot in ten States of the Union, and did 
it not rely upon suppressing the Repub­ 
lican vote throughout the region referred 
to, at the comiDg election. In view of the 
party’s record, and of the notorious 
usurpations it has practiced wherever 
it 
has 
had 
the 
opportunity, 
as 
well North aa South, its flourish 
about a free ballot is the most eold-blooded 
piece of impudence that has ever appeared 
even in a Democratic platform. Aa facts, 
however, are more convincing than the most 
righteous disgust and indignation, we will 
proceed to cite a few illustrations of the 
way in which Democrats have respected 
the right to a free ballot at the South. We 
will begin with Alabama. In 1S72 Barbour 
county, in that State, cast the following 
vote : Republican, 2,756 ; Democrat, 2,520. 
Iu 1876, the Democrats having got control, 
the vote stood : Republican, 162 ; Demo­ 
crat, 3,594. Dallas countv iu 1872 cast 
7,000 Republican to 1,900 Democratic 
votes. In 1876 the Republican vote was 
less than 4,000. In 1S78 the vote stood : 
Republican, 891 ; 
Democrat, 
3,191. 
The vote of Greene, Hale, Loundes, 
Perry 
and 
other 
counties 
show 
similar 
changes, 
all 
due 
to the 
peculiar methods 
employed by the 
Democrats for preserving the sanctity of 
the ballot. Take Mississippi, again. Iu 
1872 that State gave a Republican major­ 
ity of 34,827. In 1876, under the in­ 
fluence of shot-gun politics, the Democrats 
had a majority of 49,568. The next year 
the Republicans recognized the futility of 
attempting to keep up their organization 
at the risk of tlieir lives, and made no 
nominations. In Louisiana the same kind 
of an exhibit is made. Take Baton Rouge 
Parish, for example. In 1872 its vote 
stood, Republican, 2,459; Democrat, 917. 
In 1879 the Democrats claimed a majority 
of 272, and there was no Republican 
vote recorded. In 1872 Tensas Parish 
voted, Republican, 2,283 ; Democrat, 166. 
In 1879 the vote of that parish 
stood : Republican, 346; Democrat, 1,544 
We could fill this column with similarly 
instructive figures from other Louisiana 
Parishes, but as they are all of the same 
kind, and all point the same moral, 
these illustrations will suffice to show how 
well the Democrats have acted up to the 
principle which now flaunts so audaciously 
in their platform. We may add, however, 
that in eight Parishes a Republican vote 
of 14,000, and a Republican majority of 
9,500, has been changed - by the magic of 
Democratic manipulation to a Republican 
vote of less than 2,000, and a Democratic 
majority of 12,000. These figures tell 
their own tale. 
At the outset of the present campaign it 
was reported that the Democrats were 
likely to experience some losses in Louisi­ 
ana. The New Orleans pipers sajd they 
were in danger of losing at least one Con­ 
gressman, and perhaps more. This state­ 
ment produced a momentary consternation, 
but since then there has been news of 
wonderful and inexplicable Democratic 
“ gains” from East and WJest Feliciana, 
Baton Rouge, and other familiar strong­ 
holds of bulldozing. It is well known 
that these parishes have not added any­ 
thing to their population during the 
past five years, but it is plain that 
the word has been paBsed to increase the 
figures all along the line. New Orleans 
sets the example by claiming a population 
of 250,000, though it was previously con­ 
ceded by her journals that she had not 
more than 190,000. As the Census Enu­ 
merators are nearly all Democrats through­ 
out the South, it is easy to understand the 
methods by which these wonderful acces­ 
sions of population are being secured. We 
pointed out some time ago the mani­ 
fest danger of frauds on the census at the 
South, and it now seems tiiat such 
frauds are being perpetrated in quite a 
systematic and wholesale fashion. 
The 
respect for a free ballot thus far exhibited 
by the Southern Democrats takes the pe­ 
culiar form of unlimited license for their 
own side, and rigid intolerance for their op­ 
ponents. They are not satisfied unless the 
ballot is so free that they themselves can 
vote as many times as they please ; but 
they will not permit Republicans to vote 
at all. The figures we have here given af­ 
ford a partial and imperfect insight to 
the Democratic ideal of a “ free ballot,” 
and of the way they proceed in “ pre­ 
serving” it “ in every part of the 
United States, The plain truth is that a 
free ballot means death to Democratic 
hopes, and they know this, and therefore 
they crush the freedom of the ballot 
wherever they are strong enough to do it. 
Before this campaign is over, however, 
they will have reason to regret their im­ 
prudence in challenging the production of 
the record on this page in the history of 
their party, and they will need all their 
hardihood and all their sophistry to 
explain the breach in the connection 
between their professions and their prac­ 
tice.

CLEAR WATER AGAIN. 
The more the clear - water question 
is agitated, the clearer it becomes—un­ 
like the fluid we draw from the river. In 
our local columns to-day will be found an 
account of a visit to artesian wells near 
the city, from which clear and excellent 
drinking-water flows in quantity. Our re­ 
porter there saw five wells from which 
not less, probably, than 500,000 gallons of 
water pour daily. As this is about one- 
fourth the quantity used for all purposes in 
this city daily, it is strongly suggestive of 
the entire probability that clear water in 
sufficient quantity can be had in abund­ 
ance at a very small ontlay, and that it 
can be turned into the city mains for a 
nominal cost and prove a greater source of 
revenue than does the present water 
supply. Certainly we should secure better 
water just as soon as it is possible to be 
done. No one has a monopoly of the hid­ 
den water-veins ; wells sunk at different 
points on the city borders yield like sup­ 
ply, and it is therefore within the power of 
the Trustees to experiment—and that at a 
small cost—and to demonstrate whether or 
not we can have pure water, or whether 
we must continue to drink the sad mixture 
we pump up from the river. 
The fact 
that seven wells of varied depths now sup­ 
ply their proprietors with nearly a million 
gallons per day of clear, cool and pure 
water in this city, near its borders, is a 


fact too suggestive to be scouted by our 
authorities, who must respond to the gen­ 
eral demand, look into the matter officially 
and give the public what they find to be 
the facts. 
Of course the quality of this water must 
be tested by thorough chemical analysis. 
For this purpose samples from every arte­ 
sian well in or near the city should be 
made—the Sanborn flowing wells, the well 
at Scheld’s brewery, the Weisel tannery 
well, the K and Tenth street well and 
others. Apparently the waters all are 
pure. W hat the people demand is a thor­ 
ough test, and a few dollars will secure it, 
while the sinking of a new well at such 
point as may be agreed upon will be a 
matter of smail cost. We have informa­ 
tion that already private capitalists are 
considering the propriety of securing some 
of the present wells and of sinking others, 
with a view to running opposition to the 
city supply, but there is a question 
as to their right under the law to 
do this. But the city has its mains 
and engines, and it can do more with 
greater ease than private enterprise can 
accomplish. Assuming that we can secure 
a sufficient supply of the new water, it 
would seem that its lifting to a proper 
hight will cost less than the present sys­ 
tem of direct pressure. At least the sub­ 
ject is one demanding official inquiry and 
report. Clear, pure water is a blessing too 
rare and precious to be rejected when it 
can be secured at reasonable cost—for that 
matter, it is far cheaper than the sediment- 
charged fluid now supplied to the people, 
and which recently has been of an ex­ 
ceedingly objectionable character. 
Of 
course the objection will be raised that 
there are at command no funds with which 
to enter upon experiment, but it would 
seem that the authority and funds under 
which the present system of water works 
is operated are not by law confined to 
drawing water from the river, but are 
broad enough to warrant expenditure for 
any water supply purposes which, in the 
judgment of the Trustees, is best for the 
health, comfort and well-being of the citi­ 
zens. 
Mere prejudice and an acquired 
taste for “ g rit” between the teeth and 
tor “ tule flavoring,” must give way to 
whatever may be found to be better. 


THE DEMOCRACY AND THE TARIFF. 
The Democrats have made the mistake 
of putting many things in their platform 
which find no representation in their 
record. They are like the exhibitors of 
side-shows at fairs, who have marvels 
painted outside their booths, to which 
nothing inside corresponds. The Cincin­ 
nati platform, for example, declares in 
favor of “ a tariff for revenue only.” W hat 
does this mean ? To ascertain that we 
must ’ examine the history of the party. 
There was a time, many years ago, when 
it really appeared to believe in the doc­ 
trine of Free Trade, anil when it had lead* 
ers and journals which expounded atul 
maintained that doctrine. But all that is 
past. To-day tl.e Democracy testifies its 
regard for Free Trade principles by put­ 
ting on its Fresidential ticket a notorious 
Protectionist, and the special candidate of 
notorious* Protectionists of the Pennsyl­ 
vania school. This, however, might be 
passed over perhaps if there were anything 
in the Democratic record to show that the 
idea of a “ tariff for revenue only ” has of 
late years been sought by that party at 
all. The Democrats, however, have had 
control of Congress long enough to develop 
whatever fiscal policy they may have ma­ 
tured, and there is no vestige of any desire 
for tariff reforms to be found in their do­ 
ings. On the contrary, they voted for the 
repeal of the tea and coffee duties, the di­ 
rect effect of which was to afford an excuse 
for retaining the high tariff on manufact­ 
ures, and later they refused to vote for 
Eaton’s bill to revise the tariff. They said 
in effect that though the tariff was un­ 
doubtedly onerous and oppressive, the 
only way to deal with it was to bring 
forward some crude aad immature propo­ 
sitions for reform, and that it would be im­ 
proper to attempt any systematic and 
ph’losophical adjustment of its details. 
It will be seen at once that the most rabid 
Protectionist could not have asked for a 
more plausible and satisfactory line of 
argument than th¡3. It prevented reform 
altogether, and it did this under the pre­ 
tense of being particularly eager for reform. 
The trick, however, was far more subtle 
than sound, for the public cannot fail to 
see through it the moment its real sig- 
nificaneo is pointed out. It is in fact per­ 
fectly clear that the Democrats have de­ 
liberately turned their backs upon Free 
Trade, and have abandoned their princi­ 
ples, through fear of losing ground iu Penn­ 
sylvania. They put their deceptive and 
hypocritical Free Trade plank in the Cin­ 
cinnati platform in the hope that some 
free traders in other States might be cred­ 
ulous enough to take them at their own 
estimate, but they know perfectly well 
that they dare not advocate any real 
tariff reforms, and that the man they have 
nominated was put forward by the Penn­ 
sylvania Protectionists, and would, if 
elected, be managed by them. So much 
for the Democratic Free Trade plank. It 
is almost as insincere, though not quite so 
grotesque and inconsistent, as their “ free 
ballot ” plank. 


CHINESE C00LIEISM. 
A recent report of the Imperial Customs 
Commissioner at Canton represents an 
American firm as being engaged in a modi­ 
fied slave trade, and explains the quarrel 
between China and Peru. It is stated that 
the firm of Olyphant & Co. made a contract 
with the Peruvian Government to furnish 
the latter with some 70,000 Chinese coolies, 
principally to work on sugar plantations. 
The Peruvians did not ask Olyphant & Co. 
how they were going to procure these 
coolies, and the American firm did not 
trouble itself much about the matter either. 
Its method was a simple one. It employed 
agents to pick up all the destitute and suf­ 
fering Chinese laborers they could find by 
promises of food and work, and on being 
brought to headquarters these recruits 
were entrapped into signing contracts to 
labor for long terms of years in Peru, under 
conditions practically those ef slavery. The 
wages were $1 a week, and the coolies 
bound themselves for eight years. As the 
Peruvian paper is worth less than fifty 
cents on the dollar, it will be seen that 
these wages are really little better than an 
excuse for slavery. They would amount to 
about $24 a year at the best, and in most 
cases would fall bciow $20. The coolies have 
been ill treated in Peru, their employ­ 
ers regarding them as chattels, and when 


the Chinese Government came down on 
Olyphant & Co. and refused to let them 
carry out their ingenious plans, they were 
justified by every consideration. 
The 
scheme was a villainous one, and it is to be 
regretted that an American firm should 
have been connected with it. Other com­ 
plaints made against China by Spain and 
Portugal are traced to the same cause, 
namely, the desire to procure slaves from 
China under the name of coolies. The 
Chíbese coolies have proved so profitable 
when working for foreign employers that 
there is a growing desire to have more of 
them. They are more-docile than negroes, 
and stand tropical climates as well. There 
is, therefore, likely to be a strong effort to 
revive slavery under the disguise of coolie- 
ism, and such powers as Spain and Portu­ 
gal, which possess no sympathy with free­ 
dom, will have to be watched sharply, aud 
prevented from bullying China when she 
endeavors to protect her subjects, and pre­ 
serve them from the miserable fate of the 
banished coolie. 


THE IRISH REPUBLICANS. 
The address of the Irish Republican 
National Convention is worthy of special 
consideration. 
While we do not agree 
with the spirit which instigates auy politi­ 
cal formations but those distinctively 
American, yet as the Irish Republicans 
have calmly organized in a representative 
deliberative body, their voice has weight. 
They declare that heretofore the Irish vote 
has been influenced through channels of 
prejudice or affection ; that critical*exam- 
ination and intelligence alone should guide 
to political adhesion ; that the. Irish are 
capable of independent and intelligent 
thought, aud are no longer the slaves of 
party ; that their lot should be cast with 
the party which most truly represents 
liberty, equality and equal rights; that 
the claim of the Democracy that it is the 
only true friend of the foreign-bora citizen 
is not susceptible of proof; that the Re­ 
publican party alone broke through the 
despotic doctrine, “ once a subject always 
“ a subject,” and destroyed it; that the 
Republican party threw open the publie 
domain to actual settlers ; that the Demo­ 
cratic party supports the doctrine which in 
Ireland worked the destruction of all her 
manufacturing interests except the lineu 
industry, while 
under the discreet 
management of the Itepubl can party 
the manufacturing industry in America 
has been brought to perfection, result­ 
ing in the prosperity aud happiness of the 
people ; that the Irish should be opposed 
to human slavery, and have no affiliation 
with the party, which sought to fasten for­ 
ever the shackles upon the slave; that the 
Republican party wiped out the blot of 
slavery and extended the glorious princi­ 
ples of free lands for free men over every 
acre of the republic. These are the rea­ 
sons, in brief, which the Convention pre­ 
sents for the consideration of Irishmen in 
asking them to lend no aid to the scheme 
t-a turn over this Government, with all its 
bright anticipations for the future, to the 
tender mercies of the men who so recently 
sought its destruction. The address is a 
sober and a patriotic one. It should com­ 
mand the thought of every .Irish voter, 
and if they but begin to think as to what 
is their duty in the premises, we have no 
doubt aa to the result. Tho trouble has 
been, as the Convention says, that they 
have heretofore thought little, and been 
swayed by tradition and made the sport of 
prejudice and affection. But the assem­ 
bling of the Convention and the issuance 
of such an address' gives warrant to the 
hope for better things from the Irish voter 
hereafter. 
RELIGIOUS GAMBLING. 
The Church is very bitter upon gam­ 
bling. It is in full accord with the law’ in 
condemning it. It looks upon the lottery 
as one of the worst of chance games, But 
the “ raffle ” is too often found to be a con­ 
venient cloak under which the Church can 
do a little gambliug. At many church 
fairs this is found to be true, even within 
the virtuous boundaries of California. 
Somehow the lottery is like the objection­ 
able “ fiddle ” in the hands of the minis­ 
ter’s son. When the church committee- 
called to expostulate against the unholy in­ 
strument being permitted to remain a mo­ 
ment in the pastorage, the pastor produced 
the instrument, had his Bon play a “ psalm 
tune ” upon it, assured the committee 
that it was only a violin, and they departed 
satisfied. But the pious Catholic Bishop 
of Quebec believes in calling things by 
their right names, and in the Quebec 
Morning Chronicle thus gives the sanction 
of the Church to the lottery. It will be 
noted that the spiritual and material are 
admirably mingled in this scheme. Though 
the Canadian laws are a3 pronounced 
against gambling and lotteries as any in 
the world, the good Bishop does not fear to 
set up his chance shop openly, and in that 
respect probably he hopes to succeed as did 
the other pastor with the “ violin,” in sat­ 
isfying the officers that it is, after all, a 
holy lottery.

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SUSPENDING THE DECREES. 
The French Government appears to have 
been alarmed at the strength of the re­ 
sistance to the execution of the clerical 
decrees, and after expeiling the Jesuits it 
has therefore thought fit to call a halt, 
and allow the other ecclesiastical societies 
to remain unmolested. Of course it will be 
necessary to proceed with the original pro­ 
gramme sooner or later, and it is doubtful 
whether any real gain will be made by 
hesitating. , The expulsion of the Jesuits 
has made it apparent that the French 
masses, and especially the rural popula­ 
tion, have no sympathy whatever with 
that order. In fact it has been the upper 
classes, and particularly the nobles, which 
have manifested the strongest objection to 
the decrees. There is no love lost between 
the peasantry, the workman class, and the 
nobles and the rich middle-class, and 
therefore it is evident that the rigid execu­ 
tion of the decrees as against all the con­ 
gregations is not likely to endanger any 
popular support the Government now 


possesses. No doubt any proceedings in 
the nature of persecutiou directed against 
the rural curates would be productive of 
opposition, because the peasant women 
would then take up the cudgels for their 
priests. But the indications are that the 
Government may safely proceed to take 
the educational machinery out of the 
hands of the clericals, and that the people 
will offer no opposition, nor evince any dis­ 
satisfaction with the change. 


REVERSING A VOTE. 
Seuator heck of Kentucky, in reply to 
Democrats who expressed surprise at the 
Domination of General Hancock, said that 
the reason «hy he desired him for the 
Democratic standard-bearer was because, 
in June, 1868, the House of Representa­ 
tives laid on the table a resolution of 
thanks to General Hancock by a vote of 
86 Republicans to 2S Democrats, and 
“ now the Democratic party proposes to 
“ reverse that- vote.” Let us see what are 
the tacts. General Hancock issued Gen­ 
eral Order No. 40 at New Orkaus Novem­ 
ber 29, 1867. The order was a restoration 
of ex-rebels to their forfeited political 
rights, and gave to them the right of con­ 
trol iu their States, and the right to stud 
representatives to Washington, The or­ 
der, whatever its motive (and some say 
that even then Hancock looked forward to 
the Presidency), was received with alarm, 
and it was looked upon as an act by which 
the hard-bought results of the war were to 
lie dissipated without any restraining or 
compensating guarantees. The obnoxious 
Johusouian idea of reconstruction was theu 
being enforced, and the voice of the people 
expressed in Congress was being silenced 
by the act of a Major-General. Republi­ 
cans could not sit silent and see the whole 
situation given over to the enemy, and 
hence, after a bitter debate, the indorse­ 
ment of Hancock was defeated. Now, if 
Senator Beck reverses that vote, it 
will be boaste 1 of as equivalent to 
declaring that Andy Johnson and Gen­ 
eral Hancock were right, and that Gen­ 
eral Grant, Secretary Stanton, Stevens, 
Morton and others W’ere wrong. The re­ 
bellion will be held up as “ no great 
“ shakes” aud the ex-rebels as injured in­ 
nocents ; iu fact, the whole legislation of 
the war can be overthrown on that war­ 
rant. The people do not propose to per­ 
mit that vote to be reversed, even assum­ 
ing that Hancock’s election would be 
equivalent to reversal. 


DEAD AS JULIUS CJE3AR.’

SAN FEANCISCO ITEMS.

The steamer Belgic took $48,233 in treas­ 
ure and $90,003 in merchandise for China 
and Japan—an unusually light cargo.

The steamer Australia came in collision 
with the City of Peking while docking 
yesterday morning, and tho latter vessel 
sustained some damage to her quarter.

Mail advices from Washington bring us 
the details of the coinage of the four 
United States Mints for the year ending 
June 30th. The distinguishing features of 
the report are the unusually large quantity 
of small gold coined, and the unparalleled 
aggregate coinage. The coinage of gold 
last year was the largest in twenty years, 
and the coinage of both gold and silver was 
the largest in the history of the country. 
Over $56,000,000 in gold was coined last 
year, an increase of nearly $16,000,000 as 
compared with the previous year.

As Examination of the Talked-of Artesian 
Wells near the City. 
The clear water question Í3 the chief local 
topic just now. Thursday a reporter of the 
R ecord-U s io n went out to examine the 
Sanborn wells, concerning which all sorts of 
minors and street talk prevailed. They are 
on the lands of C. Sanborn, one mile beyond 
Thirty-first street, and just below the old beet- 
sugar works. The wells are sunk in the bed 
of Bums’ slough. The head of that slough 
is on Sanborn’s place. One can walk around 
the head of it in a few strides, within 10 rods 
of the wells. The levels run show the wells 
to be several feet above the level of Eleventh 
street—five or six at the least. 
All the wells 
are within a strip of land 20 feet wide aud 
250 ieet long. 
No. 1 is 70 feet deep and 41 
iuches wide. 
The water fiovva from it a cool 
gu-hing stream three feet above its mouth. 
No. 2 is 90 feet deep, 61 inches diame­ 
ter for 60 feet, and 41 for the lower 30 feet. 
The water spouts out four feet above the 
mouth of the well. No. 3 is 60 feetaleep aud 11, 
iuches in diameter, but the well is closed now-, 
as the flow was so great it kept the waters of 
Bums' slougb too high. No. 4 is 60 feet deep 
and 4!¡ inches in diameter, and the water is 
now conducted iuto a hydraulic ram, which 
by its pressure forces the water twenty feet 
up the Uhuk of the slough. Two of the wells 
were sunk ten months ago, aud two eleven 
months ago. They have at no time shown, 
says Mr. Sanborn, any diminution, nor has 
the bight of the river at any time affected 
their flow. Hence, he reasons, that the sup­ 
ply is independent of the river, aud that lie 
has struck a lower water vein. 
The water is 
sweet to the taste, as clear as crystal, as soft 
as river water, and from the burfaee of the 
well gas hubbies constantly rise. 
The wells 
were bnred with a common well augur, and 
are 
not 
tubed 
or 
cased, 
but 
are 
simply 
holes 
in 
the 
sand. 
They 
must now receive, therefore, some supply 
of suiface or sipage water, but if tubed this 
would be shut off. Nevertheless not the 
slightest brackish taste is apparent. The 
luscious streams that gush from these wells 
teuipt one to pluuge into the pure flood. The 
wattr va.ies in teinjierature from 60 to 70 de­ 
grees, but is cooler than the river water, ap­ 
parently. Nearly, if not all, the water now 
running down Bums’ slough comes from 
these wells, and at Sanborn’s place the 
slough water is four feet deep and fifteen feet 
wide on the average. These wells are the 
only flowing wells of which information is 
given. Inquiry developed the fact that San­ 
ta n n pumps up for irrigation 200,000 gallons 
; er day from a pool in the slough supplied by 
the wells ; fully 200,000 more gallons per day 
run to waste, aud at night all the discharge 
wastes. 
The estimate is therefore that 
the three wells at the lowest discharge 
400,000 gallons per 
day. 
Sanborn holds 
that if the closed well was open and artificial 
power applied to draw from the wells they 
would supply double the quantity, as they 
now flow under but about four feet of press­ 
ure. 
It is probable that the wells could 
be made to greatly increase their supply by 
the application of pumps. Sanborn thinks 
he has got a good thing in these wells. 
Others evidently thinks so, too, for capital­ 
ists have visited the place and propose to 
sink one of his wells to a greater depth and 
tube it as an experiment. 
But artesian weils 
are found elsewhere. Mr. Rose is the au­ 
thority for the statement that he has no diffi­ 
culty in sinking them at Pov'erty ridge aud 
getting plentiful supplies of good water. 
The Reoord-Union representative also vis­ 
ited Scheld’a biawery, Twenty-eighth and M 
streets, and saw there an artesian well 209 
feet deep, 6 inches in diameter, in which the 
water rises to within 15 feet of the surface. 
It has been in use many years. 
The water is 
clear, apparently pure, soft and as pleasant 
to the ta=te as any could desire. 
It is used 
and lias been for years in the manufacture of 
beer there. The men at the works declare it 
to be the best drinking-water in the State. 
Two heavy steam pumps lift from the well. 
Oue is a powerful Hooker pump. They have 
r.ever been able to lower the water materially. 
In one hour they fill three tanks estimated to 
hold 20,000 gallons. This gives 200,000 gallons 
for every ten hours of work, but it was not 
known if a steady test of ten hours has ever 
been made. 
The workmen at the brewery 
believe tbat twenty-four hours steady pump­ 
ing would nut iuwer the well ail inch, 
If so 
it will yield 480,000 gallons per twenty four 
hours with its present pumps. But these are 
mere estimates, for no accurate measure­ 
ments have been made. 
At Weisel’s tan­ 
nery a constantly-supplying well ot good 
water exists, and shows no diminution, 
though in use several years. 
The well at the 
Xatatorium, K street, between Tenth and 
Eleventh, is about ll(i feet deep. 
The water 
is pure and sweet, and many families now 
u-e it. It rises within fifteen feet of the 
surface. 
The supply seems inexhaustible, 
aud ardent admirers of the well say it will 
supply from 250,000 to 350,000 gallons per 
lay with ease, and think it would do ev n 
better with machinery of proper capacity. 
Messrs. Rose, Laufkotter, Churchman and 
Jeans are all practical well-borers, and are 
understood to toe of the unanimous opinion 
that millions of gallons of pure water can be 
hail from artesian wells at many points on 
the borders of the city, aud that there are 
veins of water below us easy of access and 
inexhaustible. 
The same report is made 
from the Florin aud Brighton sections, where 
the deep wells show no lessening and supply 
clear, good water. 
Further inqniry is being 
made regarding other artesian wells in and 
about the city, and information will loe given 
as obtained. There seems to be an idea prev­ 
alent that private enterprise will speedily 
give the city plenty of pure water, but exam­ 
ination of the Constitution discloses Article 
X IV ., which reads: 
-Section 1. The use of all water now appropriated, 
or that may hereafter be appropriate--, for sale, 
rental, or distribution, is hereby declared to he a 
public use, and subject to the regulation and control 
of the State, ill the manner to be prescribed hy law ; 
provided, tlivt the rates or eomi«ensation to be col­ 
lected hy any person, company or corporation in 
this State for the use of water supplied to am city 
and county, or eiLv or town, or the inhabitants 
tiiereor, «hull be fixed, annually, by the Board of 
Supervisors, or city and county, or City or Town 
Council, or nther governing body of such city and 
county, or city or town, by ordinance or otherwise, 
in the manner that other ordinances or legislative 
acts or resolutions are i assed by sucli body, and 
shall continue in force far oue y ear and no longer. 
Such ordinances or resolutions shall lie paa-ed in 
the month of February of each year, and take effect 
on the l-u day vf July thcrtaiier. Any Board or 
body failing to iiass the necessary ordinances or res­ 
olutions fixb*g water-rates, where necessary, within 
soi l) time, shall be subject to peremptory process to 
compel action at the suit of any party interested, 
and shall be liable to such further proe.ttsett and 
penalties as the ia-iMature may prescribe. Any 
person, company or corporation collecting water- 
rates in any city and county, or city or town in this 
Mate, otherwise than as so established, shall forfeit 
the franchises ami water-works of such person, com­ 
pany or corporation to ttie city and county, or city 
..r town where the same are e jllectcd, for the pub­ 
lic use. 
Section 2 The right to collect rates or compensa 
tinn for the use of water sun,died to any county, 
city and county, or town, or lilt- inhabitant.) thereof, 
is a franchise, and cannot be exercise 1 except by 
authority of and in the manner prescribed by law. 
The water question is one which is just 
now engaging the public attention, and the 
general belief is expressed that the city can 
now secure a good supply by use of her pres­ 
ent water revenues. 
The expression every­

GAMBETTA’S SPEECH, AND WHAT THE 
FRENCH PEPPLE THISK OF IT. 


The M arvelous Art of O ratory—The Grand 
N ational Fete — Fisherm en Along 
th e Seine—B ernhardt—Etc. 


P a r i s , June 27, 18SO. 
The most im portant and exciting event 
of the week has been the remarkable 
speech by Gambetta before the Chamber 
respecting anineBty. 
This resolution of 
Gambetta to speak before the House was 
unknown to his most intim ate friends. 
I t was in all probability an impulse of the 
moment, and as it is the first tim e since 
the famous orator has occupied the Presi­ 
dential chair that he has taken part in- the 
debate, the circumstance has proved most 
significant. 
Since two years the voice of 
G am betta has been heard nowhere except 
when accompanying the bell in his hand 
used to bring his noisy comrades to order, 
so th at the thoughts seething in his brain 
m ust hase long siuce. been preparing to ex­ 
plode. 
This speech was unexpected by 
ever}7 one, for the boxes and tribunes con­ 
tained fewer persons than usual. I was pres­ 
ent three days before when the house was 
crowded, 
for it 
was 
whispered 
th at 
on 
that 
occasion 
Paul de Cassagnac 
would make an interpellation to the Gov­ 
ernm ent in regard to the nomination of 
Ohalemel Lacour as Embassador to Lon­ 
don, when there would ensue a great scan­ 
dal. 
Although evidences of a risiug storm 
appeared here and there during the seance, 
things calmed down each time, and nothiug 
of much excitement occurred. 
Those who 
were present later had reasou to congratu­ 
late themselves on their good fortuue, for 
the impression produced by Gambetta’s 
speech was immense. 
Both his friends and 
enemies declare th at he may have been 
equaled by the great orators of history, but 
tiiey do not believe he has ever been sur­ 
passed. 
Not since the days of Mirabeau 
has anything similar been heard. 
Paul de 
Cassagnac was making a rambling speech, 
when Gambetta invited Mr. Brisson, the 
Vice-President of tiie C hanger, to take his 
seat, and 


DESCENDING TH E STEPS 
Seated himself on the first bench of the 
Left. 
Since G am betta has been a deputy 
he has represented the-Arrondissement of 
M enilmontent, the quartier of Belleville 
and Pere la Chaise. 
A t this last election 
he was not even nominated, and the suc­ 
cessful candidate is Mr. Trinquet, now in 
Caledonia. 
Paul de Cassagnac explained, 
amidst 
the 
applause 
of 
the 
Right, 
th a t this election is a blow to the Govern­ 
m ent and to Mr. Gambetta. 
I t was this 
allusiou which decided Mr. Gambetta to 
speak, and after Paul de Cassagnac had 
finished he glided to the rostrum, when, 
with body bent and in low-measured tones, 
he commenced his discourse. 
In propor­ 
tion as lie proceeded h¡3 form grew straight 
and tall, and his voice rang like grand 
music throughout the hail. 
He presented 
a most touching picture of T rinquet’s fam­ 
ily, his wife and children witli extended 
arms calling the forlorn, banished one back 
to them ; and he stated that his friends 
believed the only way to obtain his free­ 
dom was to elect him to a public position, 
but th at these misguided, unfortunate 
and homesick creatures once returned 
to 
their 
families, 
such 
misunder­ 
standings 
would 
cease. 
The 
orator 
.condensed all the arguments long siuce 
r peatedly used by the press in favor of 
jnuesty, adding his own personal views 
z»4 clear penetration as to the condition of 
’¿m country. 
His speech was very long 
stvd often interrupted by applause from the 
1. it. 
Such was the force7 and magic of his 
words and manner that members of the 
Ilight sat like statues without offering, as 
they usually do, a single word or remark ot 
interruption. 
Mr. Clemeneeau, the noted 
rival of Gambetta, remained w ith folded 
arm s and face 


AS PA I.E AS DEATH, 
W ithout ouce joining in the applause 
which burst forth froth the Left and Cen­ 
ter Left. 
Tears rolled dowu the cheeks ot 
a vast number of the hearers, and so in­ 
tense was the emotion experienced that 
m any writhed on their benches as though 
iti great bodily pain. 
Friends who were 
resent informed me that they were so cx­ 
/. ed they were unable to Bleep that night, 
and felt the influence even over until the 
next night. 
W hat a wonderful art is ora­ 
tory ! 
The progress that Gambetta lias 
made since two years they say is rem ark­ 
able, and in his inaction he has been col­ 
lecting superior force. 
He has again lifted 
himse f on that pi - n icle where his former 
popularity placed him, aud m the minds of 
the people has become the famous Gam- 
lietta of old. 
The bill has been presented 
before the Senate and referred to a com­ 
mittee, but as time proceeds its victory in 
that House diminishes in certainty. 
The 
liight are using all their power to defeat 
it, as they did the Article 7, and they 
depend much on the animosity existing 
between Jules Simon and Gambetta to win 
the former over on their side. 
But let it 
be hoped for the sake of the honor of Jules 
Simon, who has always so valiantly fought 
for republican principles, th at he will not 
on this occasion forsake his party, and for 
the sake of a small personal revenge sac­ 
rifice the happiness of hundreds of unfor­ 
tunate beings who ask to return to their 
firesides. 


THE GRAND FETE. 
Nothing is talked of but the grand fete 
of the 14th of July. 
The entire pro­ 
gramme has been decided upon, and the 
Government isdetermined that it shall sur­ 
pass all previous fetes, and that the French 
nation shall long keep in remembrance the 
celebration of 
their liberties. 
W hat a 
sight the grand Capital—the Capital of the 
world—w ill present that nigiit of the 14th 
from some surrounding em inence! 
The 
whole city will be a blaze of light, for not 
only along the wide streets and long boule­ 
vard leading from the l’lace de la Repub- 
lique to the Place de la Bastile will be 
hung with lanterns and different illumina­ 
tions, but the whole of the Champs Kly- 
sees, from the Place de la Concorde to the 
Arc de Triomphe, will be decorated iu like 
manner. 
The fete will be announced the 
evening of the I 3th and the morning of 
the 14th by the tiring of canou. 
On tiiat 
day each poor family of Paris will receive 
two francs extra from the charity commit­ 
tees. 
All the public edifices will be dec­ 
orated with flags and illuminated on the 
evening of the 14th. 
Four large pieces of 
fireworks will be sent off at 9 o’clock ; the 
first from the Arc de Triomphe, the second 
from the Observatory, the third from the 
Place du Trono and the fourth at Mont­ 
m artre, from the summit of the rue (,'aulan- 
court. 
Two grand concerts of orchestra 
and chorus will lie given from half past 9 
in the morning to half-past 11 in the even­ 
ing in the gardens of the Tuileries and the 
Luxembourg. 
As was already decided 
upon, there will be inaugurated on the 
Place of the Kepublique

coid e; the garden of the Tuileries; the 
¿arden of the Luxembourg j the avenue of 


the Observatory; the rue Loufflot; the 
Place du Trone; the Place de la Itepub- 
lique ; the avenue of the Kepublique, the 
Boulevards Richard-Lenoir, Beaumarchais 
and the Filles-du-Calvaire ; 
the Place 
de la Bastile. 
The 
local 
fetes 
in­ 
cluding decorations, trophies, arches of 
triumph, illuminations and the fetes of 
the market places will be organized by 
the care of the municipalities of each ar- 
rondissement, with the assistance of the 
inhabitants, in the streets, on the places, 
and in the squares of the twenty arron- 
dissemcnts of Paris. 
Of course all good 
republicans will decorate their windows 
with flags, and in the evening illuminate, 
so that Paris in the day-time will be a mass 
of flags and in the evening a sea of light. 
U nfortunately one cannot see all at once, 
for on this occasion it would be pleasant to 
be in several places at one time : however, 
so extensive will be the fete th at every one 
will be able to see a portion of it without 
going far from home, 
All the officers who 
rake part in the distribution of the flags to 
occur on the 14th at Vincennes are invited 
to a gala entertainm ent at the Graiid Opera 
the evening of the 15th, when “ Williám 
Tell ” will be given. 
On the evening of 
the 14th the Grand Opera, Opera Comic 
and the Theatre Francais will give each a 
performance gratis. 
There will be a bit of 
amusement to everybody’s taste, the only 
inconvenience consisting in the choice. 
SERENADES. 
Those who live along the borders of the 
Seine enjoy twice a month during the sum­ 
mer most delightful serenades. 
There are 
at Paris several well-organized rowing soci­ 
eties who periodically unite for a general 
fete, and on these occasions the inhabitants 
aie awakened from their first sleep by the 
strains of sweet music, and, if they have 
the curiosity, on withdrawing their curtains 
may see such a fairy seene as can but chal­ 
lenge pleasant dreams. The Seine seems to 
be on fire, for myriads of little boats, all 
decorated with Chinese lanterns, are ply­ 
ing its waters ; these are reflected on the 
smooth surface, and while the rowers bend 
their oars in pleasing unison the musicians 
awaken the air with their sweet strains. 
To each boat ¡3 attached a large.flag, which 
playfully trails along the surface of the 
water, and as this gay fleet of lights aud 
flags moves out of sight the music is wafted 
back in gentle sounds until all dies away, 
and one asks himelf if it may not be a 
dream. 
One of the principal features of 
the banks of the Seine are the fisher­ 
men. 
Not fishermen such <i3 draw in 
their fish and carry them to market, but 
amateurs 
who 
stand 
all 
day 
long 
with pole in hand, their eyes riveted on 
the line, and seemingly dead to all the 
emotions which cause the breasts of the 
rest of humanity to beat. These fishern.en 
are of all ag* s and classes, some of them, in 
fact the most of them, rich bourgeois who 
lodge on the quay so as to be near the wa­ 
ter. 
They have never been seen to catch 
a fish, and their isolation and perseverance 
cause them to be looked upon as oriyiitaux, 
and having little in common with the rest 
of the world. 
They are to be seen immov­ 
able from sunrise to sunset, and when fish­ 
ing is prohibited by the laws during a por­ 
tion of the year, the promeuaders miss 
this decoration of the quays, and condole 
with these infatuated creatures whose pas­ 
sion few others only can excel. 
A t this 
time of the year 


THE SEINE 
Is particularly animated, for the different 
/avoir$ which t ad been carefully lodge¿ in 
the canal during the winter months, arc 
now stationed all along the banks, and in 
the little, low stalls near the water’s sur­ 
face may be seen hundreds of washer­ 
women, their stout, w et arms glistening in 
the sunlight. Then there are the numerous 
baths and swimming schools, both for men 
and women, which have also made their 
exit from the canal, and after quietly sta­ 
tioning themselves during the night, sur­ 
prise the inhabitants the next day who, for 
tne first time, spy them from their win­ 
dows. 
Aside from the general animation 
of pass -tiger bjats, canal boats and so on, 
occasionally two small boats are seen 
in the midst of the stream, two men 
in 
one slowly rowing, 
and 
in 
the 
other, one man rowing while another 
stands, his arms folded, his white beard 
falling upon his breast, and his entire at­ 
titude expressive of great solemnity. 
It 
is then the cry bursts from the eyes of 
all those on the quay. 
“ Un noyer ’ 
Un 
noi/rr.'" 
Yes, some poor man or woman, 
discourged and tired pf life, had gone to 
meet death beneath the surface of the 
Seine. 
The crowd then follow the boats 
to the walls of the Morgue to see it posed 
in the large chamber and prepared for the 
public gaze. 
Unfortunately, this circum­ 
stance in the gay city, of I’aris is almost 
of daily occurrence ; yet, so great is the 
cariosity of the crowd, and their desire to 
feed on morbid 
xcitement, th at they 
hasten each time to witness it as though 
it were a novel event. 


-SARAH BERN H ARD T. 
Judgm ent has just been rendered in the 
ease of the Theatre Francais against Mile. 
.Sarah Bernhardt. 
This actress has been 
condemned by the C ourt.to pay 100,000 
francs to the Comedie Fiaucais, to pay all 
the expenses of the trial, and to forfeit 
44,000 francs which she had left at the 
theater for her retniile. One of the reasons 
given in the judgment for her condemna­ 
tion was th at she had accepted a very ad­ 
vantageous engagement iu America. 
Had 
Sarah Bernhardt waited the rendering of 
the judgm ent before.signing the foreign en­ 
gagement it is most probable th at her 
judges would have been less severe. 
How­ 
ever, she is to receive, it seems, (1,000 
francs each night she plays in America, 
and douhth ss she will be able to console 
herself. 
The majority of Europeans im­ 
agine that great atores of gold are to be 
found in America, and that one has only to 
seek its shores to return with a fortune. 
True it is that such has often been the 
case, and many a poor person in France 
has been made rich through the death of 
some distant relative who had years before 
left for America. 
One of the signs of 
future prosperity is to have an uncle in 
California, which is oftener the case than 
one is likely to imagine.

The game of lawn tennis has secured a 
strong foothold in this country in a very 
short space of time. 
A little while ago no 
one heard of the game here, and now it is 
on the Ups of every one interested in out-' 
door sports. 
Although the present season 
is just opened, more than ten thousand 
tennis sets have already been sold in this 
city this year and forwarded to all parts of 
the country, from Portland, Me., to Port­ 
land, Or. 
In an article upon outdoor 
sports printed in this journal some weeks 
ago lawn tennis was briefly discussed, but 
the increasing, popularity of this game en­ 
titles it to some further attention. 
The 
clubs in and near our large cities arc fast 
producing good players, elaborate prepara­ 
tions for matches and practice are making 
iu the prominent watering-places, 
and 
American manufacturers have entered into 
successful competition with the foreign 
makers of tennis materials. 
Tennis is a 
weak and silly game, uninteresting, flat 
and unprofitable, if the players do not 
play to win first, laat and always, and if 
they do not fully comprehend and appreci­ 
ate wLat the initiated call “ points.” 
As 
the variable restrictions, privileges and 
conditions of the game are many and not 
simply and accurately set forth in the 
published rules, it is natural that novices 
should.at first fall into errors in'playing 
the game, even if they have been prudent 
enough to examine 
THE A D O rrE D REGULATIONS 
Before attem pting to swing a bat. 
This, 
as a m atter of fact, is generally the case. 
In Boston, where the game first gained 
prominence, there are some excellent play­ 
ers to-day. 
New York can boast of play­ 
ers almost as good, but in both cities 
several errors are prevalent. 
First, as to 
counting. 
Two systems are in vogue 
at present among our clubs, only one of 
which is the proper one to use, v iz: the 
old system of making fifteen the game, 
allowing the man who has his innings to 
be the only one to count, and counting one 
every time lie wins a strike. 
The new sys­ 
tem of alternate counting—counting fifteen 
to a stroke, allowing some one to make or 
lo?e every time, and admitting the play of 
advantages—complicates the game, renders 
the players ignorant half the time of the 
condition of their respective scores and 
shortens the game too much. 
W hen two 
or more play on a side it is easy to imagine 
conditions of play, w here odds are given,, 
when it would require three heads to keep 
the score. 
This latter system is the sys­ 
tem used in court tennis iu England and 
not at all in lawn tennis. 
Ignorant of 
this fact some players here have confused 
m atters by trying to apply the system to 
lawn tennis. 
The regular system is much 
simpler. 
It demands physical endurance 
as a qualification of the game, and in­ 
creases the importance of the service, 
which is one of the chief features of skill­ 
ful playing.

THE RULES 
Fix the weight iind size of the ball, but 
not its retractile force. 
Considerable lati­ 
tude as to size and weight is allowed. 
A 
ball weighing a little less than two ounces, 
and measuring about two and five-eighths 
inches in diameter, is generally selected. 
The amount of elasticity in tiie ball, how­ 
ever, left as it is, an open question, is a 
m atter of constant dispute. 
Some players 
like a lively and some a comparatively dead 
ball. 
This question, and many others of 
importance which do not arise until a 
match is begun, could be settled once for 
all by a general meeting of the New’ York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and other leading 
clubs. 
A ruble r ball,which,when dropped 
from the level of the head,will bound from 
the surface of the court as high as the 
kuee, meets w ith m ostiavur. 
There is no 
rule as to w hether the ball should be cov­ 
ered or not. 
A rubbei ball flattens more 
than a covered ball when struck smartly 
by a racket, thuB offering more resistance 
to the wind, and the ball w hich reduces 
the action of the wind to a minimum is the 
best ball to play with, because the wind 
may upset the best calculations. 
The cov­ 
ered bull will go straighter aud obey . the 
stroke of the racket better, thus offering 
greater possibilities for accurate placing. 


A BALL 
Covered with .white felt cemented npcn it 
and sewed with gut is most durable, and 
the elasticity in such balls can be varied as 
desired. By washing the ball after a match 
it cau be made light culored so as to be easily 
seen. Balls covered with bright-tinted net­ 
work are not serviceable. 
The net loses its 
color after a few strokes and wears out 
quickly, and a white ball is as easily seen 
as the bright net. 
In selecting sots cheap 
bats, etc., arc to be avoided.

largely and making strong endeavors to 
supplant the foreign trade, which has up to 
the present time furnished the best playing 
materials. 
The best wood for a racket is 
ash. 
The player suits himself as to weight 
within the regulations, but the beauty of a 
racket is its balance. 
By resting the upper 
end of the handle on the forefinger a player 
can discover w hether it is heavier in the 
handle or vice versa, thus testing the bal­ 
ance. 
The tendency is to hold a racket as 
a cricket-bat is held. 
This is w'rong. 
It 
the racket is held in front of the player 
horizontally, with the rough side of the 
bowl uppermost, the player should grasp 
the top of the handle in such a way th at 
the first row of knuckles shall be, not on 
the top of the handle, but further over, on 
the side of the handle most remote from the 
player. 
This will seem awkward at first, 
but a little practice will show th at it is best.

CONSTITUTE THE GAME, 
And the latter is more im portant. 
As a 
rule, when serving from hi^» left court the 
server should give the ball the underhand 
cut, so as to make it bound to the left of 
the striker-out and out of bounds, and when 
serving from his right court he should give 
the ball the back-handed cut, so as to 
make it bound to the striker-out’s right 
and out of bounds. 
These rules, of course, 
must be varied a t the discretion of the 
players. 
It is a question whether over­ 
hand serving should be allowed, because a 
very tall player can almost invariably serve 
a ball overhand impossible to return. 
In 
returning always semi back a swift ball 
close to the net. 
Iu a recent match be­ 
tween Oxford and Cambridge, a ball iu 
play was returned thirty-nine times con­ 
secutively, and it did not pass once more 
than an inch above the net. 
The net this 
year is usually the same hight all the way 
across, which offers greater possibilities for 
placing the ball than did the uneven net. 
The service line is taken this year to a 
point half way between the net and the 
base line. 
Last year, when the service 
fine was about three-quarters of the way 
from the net to the base line, a skillful 
player had too much advantage with his 
swift services.—[New York Post.

POET. 


Moscow is now mourning the death of a 
self-taught poet, whose career might have 
afforded m atter for a chapter in “ Self­ 
H elp.” 
Born forty years ago iu a village 
in the province of Yaroslavl, Ivan Sax- 
harovitch Surakoff was sent by his father, 
at the age of 7, to serve as an errand boy 
at Moscow. 
Here, iu course of time, he 
rose to be shopman, and aided by some 
good-humored customers, who used to fre­ 
quent the place where lie worked, he made 
himself fam iliarwith the three R ’s, and with 
th at incarnation of all th at is vile, the gram­ 
mar of his native language. 
W hile still in 
a rudimentary 6tage of self-instruction, 
he 
fell across a 
book containing the 
poems of Hashkin, Lermentoff and Kolt- 
soff, the latter of whom gave him his cue 
as a poet and afterward served as his model 
in verse. 
As is not uncommon with the 
parents of poets, neither his father nor 
mother looked with a favorable eye on the 
verses which Surakoff brought them after 
a while to Yaroslavl, and, in obedience to 
their instructions, his master took such 
pains to keep pens and paper, and the 
means of buying them, out of his way, 
th at young Ivan was compelled to scribble 
his early poems in pencil on scraps of 
waste paper. 
In 1802, by chance, a Mos­ 
cow journalist entered the shop to effect 
a purchase, and finding some w itty verses 
scribbled on bis parcels went back and had 
a conversation with Surakoff’ which led to 
the latter contributing some poems to the 
Vottkremi Uoxooy. 
From th at period his 
contributions to the Russian press were 
frequent, and by 1877 no less than three 
volumes of his collected poems bad ap­ 
peared, chiefly dealing with life and scenes 
at Moscow. 
I t will surprise no one that 
these productions, although so popular, 
failed to furnish him with a livelihood, 
since a literary career, precarious enough 
in any country, is doubly so in Russia, 
where readers are few and publishing ex ­ 
pensive. 
Surakoff had the good sense, 
therefore, to stick to his trade, and up to 
the day of his death he might have been 
seen working in his little tinker’s shop in 
one of the markets of Moscow, surrounded 
by the implements of his craft, and having 
handy a sheet or two of paper for jotting 
down any verses that might run in his 
mind while soldering a pot or putting a 
patch on a kettle.

THE MAGNETIC NEEDLE 


SAND. 


Sands are derived originally from the de­ 
composition of the older rooks, either by 
the action of running waters or by the 
spontaneous decomposition of the rocks 
themselves. 
They are technically distin­ 
guished from dust by the fact that they 
sink at once to the bottom of water with­ 
out leaving any seusible quantity in sus­ 
pension. 
The decomposition of the rocks 
oftep gives rise to an agglutinating sub­ 
stance, which accompanies the sand and 
binds it together ; but when acted upon by 
the waters it soon parts with such heter­ 
ogeneous particles, and it arrives in a com­ 
parative pure state in the beds of the prin­ 
cipal rivers. 
This purity is lost as the 
rivers approach their embouchures ; for the 
diminished velocity of the current allows 
the heavier particles to subside before ar­ 
riving there. 
The w ater then only carries 
down the light earthy particles aud the de­ 
caying vegetable m atters which may fall 
into it, thus uiving rise to the formation ot 
ciay deposits. 
The constituent parts of 
sands represent faithfully the rocks whence 
they are derived. 
Thus the granite rocks 
produce a sand the principal ingredients of 
which are quartz, leldspar and m ica; the 
volcanic rocks are represented by sands in 
which lava, obsidian, etc., appear ; the 
flat, soft-grained sand arises from the dis­ 
integration of the schistose ro c k s; the 
calcareous rocks, as might naturally be 
expected from their soft nature, are tboEe 
which are least represented in the series, 
unless ia the case of the silicious sands 
arising from the comminution of the flmts, 
so plentiful in some of 
tiie secondary 
formations. 
The partial and secondary 
revolutions of the globe have given rise to 
immense formations of sand in places where ; 
rivers have long since ceased to flow. 
The i 
sand extracted therefrom is known under I 
the name of “ pit sand,” to distinguish it 
from that borne down by the rivers, called 
“ river sand,” and from the “ virgin sand,” 
which remains in the places where formed, 
w ithout in any way suffering the action tif 
water. 
P it sand is generally of a sharper 
and more angular grain than river sand, 
but in all other respects its composition is 
identical, excepting that it is occasionally 
stained by ochres. 
Practically speaking, 
cleau, sharp, coarse sand is best, and makes i 
the hardest plastering as a general rule, ! 
and it is safe to rely on river sand, the 
coarser the better, within reasonable lim- ’ 
its. 
Lake sand is the same as river saud, 1 
aud pit sand always makes good work I 
whsn the sand is clean and coarse.—[Cham 
bers' Plasterers’ Manual.

At the last meeting of the Physical .So­ 
ciety of Paris some new and curious ex 
periments upon the so-called magic mirrors 
of Japan were shown by M. Duboscq. 
Mirrors having a sufficiently true surface 
to give a fairly good virtual image of an 
object held near to them, may yet be very 
irregular in the actual curvature of the sur­ 
face and produce a very irregular real im­ 
age of a luminous point reflected by the 
mirror upon a screen. 
If such a mirror be 
warmed, the thinner portions change their 
curvatt "e, 
becoming flatter, aud yield 
corresponding patches in the disk of re­ 
flected light. 
A mirror which gives very 
imperfect effects when cold will- give very 
good ones when heated. 
If, by means of 
a condensing pump, a uniform pressure is 
exerted against the back of the mirror, the 
thinner portions are more affected than the 
thick portions, and therefore, as viewed 
from the front, become less concave than 
the rest of the surface, the result upon the 
reflected beam being that the pattern of 
the thicker parts comes out bright on the 
darker ground of the image. 
Lastly, if a 
mirror be cast upon the face of the original 
mirror, and then polished, it will when 
warmed become a “ magic” mirror, though 
when cold it yields 
only a uniformly 
illuminated disk upon the screen. 
This 
last experiment alone suffices to show that 
the cause of the reputed magical property 
is to be sought, not in any difference of re­ 
flective power in different parts of the sur­ 
face, but in slight differences of curvature 
| of the surface, 


1’rof. C. T. Patterson, United States 
Coast Survey7, has been explaining “ why 
the magnetic needle points to the north.” 
There are some points omitted from his ex­ 
planation that are important, and tend to 
settle difficulties relating to the question. 
It Ifts been determined by experiment that 
magnetism is induced by7 an electrical cur­ 
rent, and that the magnetic axis of such 
induction is perpendicular to the plane of 
electrical action. 
An electrical current is 
in turn produced by the action of heat un­ 
der certain conditions. 
Several reasons go 
to show that the magnetic condition of the 
earth is due to solar heat. 
First —The 
magnetic needle exhibits a daily variation, 
evidently 
depending 
upon 
the 
solar 
day only. 
Second—The needle shows a 
larger aunual variation, caused presumably 
by the movement of the hot and cold belts 
consequent upon the inclination of the 
ecliptic to the sidereal equator. 
Third— 
There is a larger variation corresponding 
to the variation of those solar disturbances, 
producing sun spots. A period of seven to 
eleven years. 
The location of the north 
magnetic pole at about 20; west, and CC 
30’ north will probably be found to depend 
upon : First—The relative grouping of 
mineral masses in the earth’s crust. 
Sec­ 
ond—The relative position of the land and 
water bodies. Third—The oceanic currents. 
The magnetic poles would be permanent at 
the geographic poles upon conditions, that 
that the ecliptic and equatorial plane coin­ 
cide ; that the earth's composition be abso­ 
lutely uniform, and the arrangement of 
laad and water symmetrical.

I t is seldom that an English Judge, 
upon the bench, condemns the excessive 
Ousts of litigation, and of legal proceed­ 
ings 
generally, in this 
country. 
We 
would that it were done more ofteu, hardly 
lets in the interest of the profession than 
on public grounds. 
We hope that the 
strong hut becoming language in which 
L'.sd Justice Jam es recently condemned 
the enormous cost of litigation will not be 
lost upon our profession, and especially 
upon those members of it upon w’hoin the 
responsibilities of a seat in Parliament are 
now resting. 
Is it w ise, we ask, for law­ 
yers to try the experiment of leaving lay­ 
men, both in and out of Parliament, to cut 
down the cost of legal proceedings ? 
Is it 
not the duty of the legal profession itself 
to take up this question aud apply the ; 
necessary remedies, some of which are al­ 
ready at hand? Any sufficient and therefore | 
substantial alterations in legal procedure 1 
must necessarily affect large numbers of 
members of the profession ; in some cases 
adversely, and in others to their advan- I 
tage. 
Among the sources which give rise | 
to costs, the incurring ÓT which might , 
often be avoided, the following may be | 
mentioned : Pleadings, which practice the 
Judicature acts have to ail intents aud 
purposes preserved ; tho central instead of 
the local administration of justice ; the in­ 
terests and privileges of the b a r; the sys­ 
tem by which solicitors are remunerated ; 
the practice of the Judges in granting new 
trials ; the unnecessarily large fees often re­ 
ceived by counsel, and allowed on taxa­ 
tion ; the scale of cost3 drawn with a dis­ 
tinct view of encouraging solicitors to em­ 
ploy counsel, instead ol vice versa : the 
delay in dealing w ith the High Court of 
Justice ; the uncertainty of the law as at 
present administered, in the absence of a 
code, and in view of the enormous accum­ 
ulation of case law, and by which litiga­ 
tion sometimes becomes little better than 
a gambling speculation ; and finally, both 
branches of the profession are filled to 
overcrowding, and the result is a residuum 
in both branches of speculative lawyers, 
who are a danger to society, aud who in­ 
clude the black sheep of the profession.— 
[London Law Times.

sale. 
Davenport then continued, and read 
from a number of records of the Superior 
Court, to show that the certificates issued ex­ 
ceeded the number of persons who actually 
applied for naturalization papers, and also to 
show th at a large num ber of names from the 
books of the Court were fictitious, and that 
the addresses given had no existence, and fre­ 
quently represented vacant lots and stone- 
yards.

W a s h in g to n , Ju ly 16th.—Oats—The con­ 
dition of the oat cropshows some improvement 
since the June report, and is now 96, against 
ÍI3 in June. 
New England and the Middle 
States report a high condition, but from Del­ 
aware to the Gulf the condition is very low, 
except in portions of Texas, where the aver­ 
age is high. 
Tennessee 
reports only a 
percentage of 64, owing to the drought. 
Kansas and Nebraska, from some canses, re- 
ixirt only 84 in the former and 63 in the 
latter, 
in all sections of the couutry the 
prospect is good for a full crop. 
1’otatoes—There has been no change in the 
area planted in potatoes in the whole coun­ 
try, the deficits of one State being counter­ 
balanced by the increase in another. 
The 
condition of the crop is very favorable, fully 
as good as in 1879. 
In all the South A tlantic 
States the condition of the crop is rather be­ 
low th at of last year, while in the W estern 
and Southwestern States it is rejiorted above. 
Rye and Barley—A full average condition 
is found in all States where sowu, except in 
the State of Nebraska, where the condition 
is very low. 
W ool—All the States show a wool clip 
equal to or greater than last year, except New 
Ham pshire and California. 
Kansas reports 
an increase of 42 per cent., and N ebraska 15. 
A vast increase in the Territories is indicated 
by the reports received, amounting to 20 |* r 
cent. 
In Texas alone 15 per cent, increase is 
reported. 
F ruit—In apples, a full average condition 
is reported everywhere, excepting in the 
Southern A .lantic and Gulf States, where 
there is a falling off. 
In peaches, rejiorts 
show the condition of the crop about the same 
as apples—a full average, excepting on the 
Pacific coast, where the prosjiect is not very 
good. 
In grape*, the crop is reported favor­ 
ably in all localities, as having enjoved better 
conditions of growth so far than either.
